The following communication was reoeived from His Honor th«Lieu« 
tenant Governor : 

MoNTrBLtBK, Oct. 13, 1836. 
Hon. E. N. Briggs, President, j)ro tempore^ of tl*© Senate : 

Sir— Hnvlncr just learned thai I have been elected to the office of 
Lieutenant Governor, i have the honor to inlbrm you that I pr^poae to 
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attctid, immediately, la the senate chamber to take the necessary oaths 
of office and to enter upon the discharge of its duties. 



His Honor the Lieutenant Governor appeared in the Senate, was du- 
ly qualified and took the cliair as President ol' Uie Senate; and there- 
upon addressed the Senate as follows : 

Gejitlemen of the Senate: 

In entering upon the duty oi pretsiding officer, it has occurred to 
me that it might be proper, and perhaps expected, that I should submit 
a few remarks su^gc^tcd by the occasion, and give some intimation of 
the course which it will be my design to pursue. Respect for you seems 
to require this. That provision in the constitution, which makes the 
Lieutenant Governor the President of the Senate, obviously demands it 

All legislative bodies in this country, with perhap>s, the exception of 
the Senate of the United States and that of ttie state of New York, en- 
joy the right ot selecting from their own number a presiding officer. 

This ms been supposed wisely calculated to promote hamooy 
and ensure eflicient action. Whether these important ends may not be 
equally attained under our orgnniza lion, is ypt to be proved, and I am 
aware must, in a good degree, depend upon the manner in which the 
duties of liie chair are dteebarped. I eannot but sensibly feel the deli- 
cacy of my situation, admonished as I am, by the presence of gentle- 
men older and far more experienced, that were you left to the freedom 
of a direct choice, and were I also a member of your body, you would 
make a different selectioB. 

It will be my earnest desire and constant endeavor, so to conduct as 
to leave you no reason to regret tliat th e usual privilege is withheld from 
you. But tlie wisdom or the weakness, exhibited in this peculiar ieature 
of our constitution it is not my design to discuss. It would be useless 
ibr any of us to do so, for a l^re statement of the question would re- 
mind us that such is the organic law of the state, which we may not 
disregard and cannot alter. 

Tl\f. station of presidiiig officer of a legislative body requires a scope 
and diversity of talent which few will have the temerity to claim. The 
instances of entire success are rare, indeed, except where much wis- 
dom and industry have been united with long exjperience. Patience 
and promptitude, candor and zeal, decision and forbearance, energy 
and coolness, must alternately, aud at the critical moment, be exhibited 
by t'"'*, ^vho seeks the approbation of Ids fellow citizens in this difficult 
ntui important station. But, gentlemen, whilst I painfully feel the em- 
barrassment arisinjg from a very limited experience in the business of 
le^slatton, f seek m vain for precedent ( t example in the peculiar duties 
of the office in this state. I cannot bm li ittor myself that an honest 
endpnvnr, on my part, will insure your cordial co-operation, fucnishing 
ail lije aids of your wisdom, experience and forbearance. 

I am also well aware that the incessant labor and untiring vigilance 
required from the presiding o (lice r of a large and pronuNcuous assem- 
blage, mnde up of persons of opposite characters anil representing a va- 
riety of opposii'j interests, will not be expected here where the number 
is comparatively small and each one possessing a character fbr wiwiom 
and ttqierience.

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A frequent resort to the rules for the preservation of order, so difficult 
and so invidious in their application, I am sure will seldom become ne- 
cessary. 

The provisions of the constitution and the rules which you may 
adopt, for regulating the action of the Senate, it will be ray duty to 
suf^rt and maintain. This I shall endeavor to do m a measure con« 
sistent with parliameDtary practice, with respect for you individiulty, 
and an ardent desire to promote the interests of our common constitu* 
cnts. Further than this, for the preservation of order and for facilita- 
ting tlie operations of business, I shall mainly rely upon a becoming 
•enrespect, a love of regularity and decorum, and an ambition to be 
useful, whicli, I confidently trust will be uniformly exhibited by every 
senator. 

The circumstances, gentlemen, under which we meet, though new 
and peculiar, demand our mutual congratulations. The political desid- 
eratum, lonff and anxiously sought by the wisest men of our state, ia, 
at length, obtnincd. The Senate of V*^rmont, possessing co-ordinate 
le^slative powers, by the free and spontaneous action of the people, haa 
bran inetitituted and you are delegated by the freemen of your respective 
counties to make the first essay at legislation, as senators. On you is 
devolved a more than usual weiMit of responsibility. The friends of 
the amendment of the constitutiuu liave, duublle^is, been somewhat un- 
reasonable in their anticipations of benefits, ^diich they promised, and 
will not very patiently submit to clisaj)pointinent, while Uiosc, attached 
lo the nncient order of things, will abate nothing of the advantages, 
which liave been described as the necessary result; hence, you will sec 
the necessity of great prudence, of much wisdom and untiring indus- 
try, to meet their high-wrought expectations. 

But as it is now a settled axiom of political economy, that the inter- 
esta of a people are best secured by a division of the legislature into 
two independent bodies of co-equal powers, so we may rest assured 
that the experiment, wliirh has uniformly sticceeded elsewhere, will 
not fieiil here, tor we are not at liberty to suspect that.the people of this 
state, having the light of experience, will not reason and judge as cor- 
rectly as any other. We may by our action hasten, orretara their de- 
cision ; but ultimately it must be pronounced, and we may not doubt 
that it will be in accordance with the opinion of enlightened citizens of 
other states. 

Much of the suceess of (he Senate will depend upon an ausfnebus 

be^nning. 

The first and prolMibly most iowortant duty, which will demand your 
attrition, ia to pro-Hde sreode or rales. Without these, it is difficult 
even to commence your ordinary legislative duties. Rules should be so 
constructed as to leave as few occasions as possible for the existence of 
discretion in the President; should be specific and minute so as to fur- 
nish a plain direction in every case of miportance and carefully guard 
the respective rights of the majority and minority on every question. 

It seems to be very obvious that a body, which does not choose its 
presiding officer, cannot with propriety assign to him tlic power of ap- 
pointing its committees and officera. 

In a large body mostly strangers to each other, these appointments 
would consume considerable time and might prove a source of irrita- 
tion. Not so in a amali one like this. These elections can be made in a 
brief space of time, and the Prrsident aaved a moat embamasing and 
sometimes odious exercise of power. 
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Expedien! < If regulfttiDg the fteedom of detete in a body to nmill . 

as this, can hardly become necessary, nnd ns a consequence, many em- 
barrassing questions, growing out of the construction and application 
of rules providing for them may be avoided. 

I oannot bat suggest the propriety of so framing your rules that we 
may never have to contend with tht^ subtleties and perplexities of the 
previous, and some other privileged questions. 

These seem to have originated in parliament, with a view oi' avoid- 
ing the evil consequeoces oi' some stubborn and unbending regulations 
previously incorporated In tlie rules of procccdintrs. 

There may be much learning and infrenuity in these questions, but a 

elain common sense legislature is equally removed from any necessity 
Mr such proceedings and the abiUty at once to comprehend them. 
In consequence ol' the relations created by the constitution between 
the Senate and the House of Representatives it will be necessary that 
vour early attention should be given to the construction of a system of 
joint rules of both houses. These will be indispensable to tlie proper 
dischariTP of various and imi>ortant duties. 

They must be the joint work of both houses, and care should be ta- 
ken to prevent collision, either in their construction, or subsequent in- 
Cerpretation. Tlie just rights of each house should be carefully guar- 
ded and no undue advantage sought or accepted by either. These in- 
itiatory steps havin^i: been taken, you will have, gcntknien, an exten- 
sive field of labor belbre you, mvilmff the diligent employment of your 
<imje and the exercise of your best tafents, witti a fair prospect of use- 
fulncs. It will afford mc pleasure ever to co-opemte with you in such 
a manner as, if possible, to lightfti your labors, and to secure from tlie 
public a just appreciation of their vuiue, so tliat you may secure all 
the reward you will either seek or aceept, the approbation of your eon- 
tliluents.

1. The credentials of Senators shall be presented to the Secretary or 

assistant Secretary |Mreviou8 to nine o'clock, in the morning of the sec- 
ond Thursday of October, at which time the Senate shall be called to 
order. The names of the senators shall be called over» and when a 
quorum shall hare taken their seats, they shall, having first taken the 
necessary oaths, on nomination of ti c President, aj)ponil a canvassing 
rommittee consisting of one senator from eacli cmintv, to join snch com- 
mittee as the House of Representatives may appoint, whose duty it 
shall be to receive, sort and count the votes for Uovemor, Lieutenant 
Governor and Treasurer, and make report thereof to the joint assembly 
of both houses. 

The Senate aii-uU meet, every day, (Sundavs excepted) at nine 
o'ckwk in the morning and at two o'ckick in the ailemoon, mitees other- 
wise specially ordered. 

S. The President having taken the chair and a quorum being present, 
die journal of the preceding day shall be read and all errors therein 
coneeled. 

4. In case no quorum shall assemble within fifteen minutes after the 
time to which the Senate was adjourned, those present shall have pow- 
er to send the Serfieant-atrarms or other officer alter the abseQtees, and 
compel theur attsranoe. 

5. Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according to adjournment, or 
at the commencement of the session, and the President shall be absent, 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary, if present, if not, of a senator, to 
call to order, and the senators present, if a quorum, shall by ballot, elect 
a President pro temfort*

10. in all rases, tiie senator fir^r arisiiiir and addresJ^ing the Pre'jidenl 
(subject to the restriction oi^ ruit; luiilii) uhall he entitled to the lloor, and 
when two or more arise at the same time, the President shall name the 
one who is to speak. 

11. When a senator shall be called to oriler, he shall sit tluwn, and 
rvery question of order shall he deciiled by the Freaident, without de- 
bate, ;>uhject to an ;i;j[H'al to ilic Senate. 

12. ir a ticnaior be called to onler for words spoken, the excepiioua- 
ble words shall he immediately taken down in writing, by the senator 
calliii;^ to order, that the President may be better enabled to judge of 

the matter. 

Id. The Arst hour ol' each morning's sitting may he devoted to the 
reeeption and disposal of petittons, memoriab, remonstramses, motions, 
resolutions and Che introduction of bills; ailer which, tho orden of the 

day or other proper business shall he announced, always commencing 
with the unfinisht^d business of tlie last sitting. The fiirst hour of the 
ailernoon's sitting may be occupied in the receiving and disposing of re* 
ports of committees and in completing the burincss of the morning hour ; 
at the expiration of which the Senate will again take up the orders of 
the day. 

14. Reports oi' committees may bu signed by any member in behalf 
of the committee, and shall be by him presented to the Senate when a 
call for report*? is made. The signer of each report shall he held re- 
sponsible lor tiie accuracy oi' iu? statemcnls and the propriety of its 
lanmiaee, and wlien the same shall be under coiisideration, he shaii be 
furraer uable to give additional statements of lacii or other explanationa, 
in answer to the call of any senator. 

15. The proceedlnjjja of the Senate, except when acting as in com- 
mittee of the whole, emhracing the titles of bills and such parts thereof 
as may be aflected by proposed amendmeuts, and also tlie names of 
aeaatofa and the votes which they gave on every questaon decided by 
yeas and nays, shall be, by the Secretary, accurately and eoneisely in- 
serted in the journal. 

16. The Senate shall atuiually, within the four first days of actual 
sitting, elect by ballot (and a majority of all present shall he necessary 
to a choice,) a Secretary,— an assistant Secretary, who shall be, ex-offi- 
cio Engrossing Clerk,— a Sergeant-at-arms and a Messenger, who shall 
8everauy be sworn to the faithful discharge of tlxeir duties, and shall 
hold said offices until superseded by a new election. The Senate shall 
also, within the same time, elect the following standing committees, to 
consist of three members each, to wit: on Fmance, on the Judiciary, 
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on Claims, on Education, on Agriculture, on Manufactures, on Elec- 
tions, on Rulti?, on Military Araira, on Roads and Canals, on Banks 
and on Land taxes. 

T7. In tlie appointment of comraitteef^. (<>xcept the one nienl:one<1 in 
rule first,) the Senate will proceed by ballot severally to appoint liie 
ehairman ol each, and then by one ballot the other members necessary 
to complete the same. In the election of a chairman, a niajorii y of the 
votes given shall be necessary, bur Hir the others a plurality shall be sul- 
ficiept. Provided, the Senate may, without formally susoending this 
rale, direct a aeleot committee to be appointed by theTftwdent. 

18. All petitions, memorials, remonstrances and other papers, calling 

for legislative action, together with all resolutions, bills and amendmenis, 
(except such have been reported by a committee) shall, after the first 
reading, no objection being made, i)e referred by the President to appro- 
priate committees. 

19. Bclore any resolution, any petition or other paper addressed to the 
Senate shall be received and read, whether the same shall be introdooed 
by the President or a Si nator, the title shnll be fairly en lorsed there- 
on, and a brief statement of its object o.r contents shall be made by the 
introducer. 

20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing by Uie mover, if requir- 
ed thereto % the President or a senator, and a motion to lay another 
motian, the latter not in wiittqg, on the table or otherwise to dispose of 

it, shall not be in order. 

21. Every bill shall rerpivc three readings before it is passed; tlie 
President shall give notice at each reading, whether it be the first, sec- 
ond or third ; the last of which readings of public bills shall be, at least 

• twenty-four hours after the first reading, unless the Senate unanimous- 
ly direct otherwise ; provided, that private bills shall be read the second 
time by their title. 

Reaoliitiona lequiring the approbation and signature-bfihe Ctovemor, 
shftH be treated in all respects as bills. 

S3. All public bills, after a second reading, shall be considered by the 
Senate as m committee of the whole. 

23. The final qupstlon upon the second readinpj of every bill -which 
originated in the Senate shall be, " shall this bill he cn^^rossed and read 
a third time ?" No amendment shall be received at the third reading, 
but it may be committed for amendment at any time before its final pas- 
sage. 

34. Motions on bills and resolutions shall be sustained in the follow- 
ing order: firat, to postpom^ indefinitely; second, to lay up(Ki the table; 
third, to commit; fourth, to amend. 

as. A call for the previous question shall not, at any time, be in order. 
A motioii to adjonm shall always be in order and shall be decided with- 
out debate. 

36. If the question in debate shall contain several points, the same 
shall be divided on the demand of a senator. A motion to strike out 
and insert shall not be divided, but the rejection of a motion to strike 
out and insert one proposition shall not preclude a motion to strike out 
and insert a diflerent one ; or a motion simply to strike out ; nor shall 
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the rejection of a molloa simply to strike out, prevent a Bubsequent one 

to strike out and insert. 

27. In filling blanks Ihc larj^e^t sum and longest timeshsiU be first in 

orJer. 

id. When the reading of a paper is called for and the same is object- 
ed to a senator, the question shall be delermined by a vote or the 
Senate. 

29. The yeas and nays shall be taken on tli( c.ill of a senator, and 
every senator present shnll vote unless excused by rh»' Senate ; but no 
senator shall be compelled to vote who was absent wiien the question 
was stated by the President, nor shall any one be permitted to vole who 
was absent wlicn liis name was called, nor afler the dednon of the 
question has been announced from the chair. 

30. No senator, in the minority, nor one who did not vole In the de- 
cision of a question, shall have a right to move a reconsideration there- 
of: nor shall any motion for a reconsideration be in order unless made 
before the close of the next day of actual siltinfx of tlie Senate after 
that in which the vote was taken ami before the bill, resolution, report, 
amendment, address or motion \q<on whu ii tiie vote was taken, shall, in 
the regular progress of business, have gone ohi out of the possession of 
the Senate. 

31- On all questions in the decision of wliich a simple majority is re- 
quired, when the Senate is equally divided, the Secretary shall take the 
casting vote of the President. In all such cases a motion for reconsid- 
eration, if made in time, shall be in order from any senator who voted 
on the question. 

32. The Presitlent sf>n 11 hnve a right to call upon any senator to 
discharge the duties of the chair, wiienever he shall find it necessary, 
temporarily to retire ; but such substitution shall not extend beyond more 
than one adjournment. 

SS. The Senate, having taken a final vote on zny question, the same 
shall not again be in order during the same session in any form whatcv- 
ever, except bv way of reconsideration, and when a motion ibr recon- 
sideration nas Been decided, that deeiskm shall not be reoonsidered. 

S4. No proposition to amend the rules of the Senate,^ or the joint 
rules of both nouses, shall be acted on until the same shall have been 
before the Senate at least twenty-four hours. 

35. Messages shall be sent to the House of Representatives by the 

Secretary or assistant Secretary. 

36. Reporters may he placed on the floor ot the Senate, under the di- 
rection of the Secretary, with the approbation of the President. 

37. No persons shall be adnutted within the lobby of the Senate cham- 
ber, except the Governor, Treasurer of the State, Aodiior of accounts, 

members of the other house, Judfj^es of the supreme court. Senators and 
Representatives in Congress, Ex-Governors and Lieutenant Governors, 
Ex-Judges ol the supreme court, Ex-Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, District Judge and Attorney of the United States, members 
of other state leirlslatnres, and such gentlemen and ladies as the PreM- 
dent or a senator mav introduce. 

S8. When in session the senators shall sit with Iheir heads uncovered.

The following written message was received irom tiie Governor, by 
Mr. Manaer, S^relacy of civil and militaiy affiiirs. 

MESSAGE, 

ivBNTU^MJCtf OF THF. Sk5ATE, 

AND OV THE HoUSK OF R£tK.£!iJi;MTATlV£« : 

In a community poaaessing and exercising the powera of aelf-govern- 

ment, where all power and authority annually emanate from the people, 
and by tlie established usa^^es of the country annually leturn to tlie 
Ibuntain from whence tliey came, it is ol' the lirst importance that the 
fountain ahould be kept pure. The safety and permanency of our firee 

, institut'ons depend solely upon the public virtue and t^eneralintelllgencc 
of the people. Hence the necessity of that ^lardianship wfircTi the 
laws assume over the one, and the indispensable duty of the govern- 
ment to secure and effectually provide lor the other. Genius ia as otlen 
found under the humblest roof as in the dwellinrrs of the affluent. It is 
public property; and provision should lie made to educate at the public 
expense, every child in the state, whose paientij are unable to do it. 

I would earnestly recommend to the consideration of the liegislature, 
an examination of the nets relating 1o ti e f^upport of rommon schools. 
It is feared they are radicallv defective, inasmuch as Uiey do not su6B- 
ciently provide for the employment of teachem in ihe education of our 

- children of suitable attaimnenta and qualifications. The public monies, 
arising from rents, income of loans, and the three cent school tax, are 
now divided among the several districts in each town according to the 
number of children between four and eighteen years of age. I have no 
doubt, thai the great intmrtaof education would be itetter promoted, 
by dividiuL' one third, or some certain share fixed by law, of the public 
money accruing ui each town, equally among the several districts in 
the aame, and the residue hi proportion to the number of scholars in 
each district, as now provided by law. Such a provision would seem 
to equalize the benefits resulting from the public ai l afforded to com- 
mon school^ enabling the smaller districts to procure the services of 
better qualified teachers and to cdntintte their seboolslbr a longer peri- 
od, and lessening the tendency to extra vaora nee aiui waste, wniehitis 
feared may exist in some of the larger districts. 

In connection with this subject permit me to suggest, that, although 
our schools are in many places, able to avail themselves of competent 
teachers from our co!le<Tes and academies, still it is believ^ that m the 
?;tate there is a want of well qualified teachers, and it is worthy of en- 
quiry whether it would not comport with, and be the legitimate duty 
of the legislature to provide lor and patronise some suitable institutions 
f<)r the education of teachers. Public opinion seems to call for some 
measure of this kind. An opportunity is now afibrded through tlie 
means of the surplus revenue, soon to be placed at the dispositkm of 
our state, of making, probably, an efifeetual and permanent provision 
for the support of our primary schools, and for the encouragement of 
other institutions of learning, and also to ennhle the towns to diminish, 
what is considered by some, the onerous burthen of the three cent 
school tax.

A revieiott ol* the entire cotle of our militia laws is earnestly called 
for. Repeated additions and alterations have so obscured tlicir mean- 
ing, and diminished their effect, that they are known in many instances 
to liave IhUed in the aecompKahnient of the objects Ibr which they were 

enacted. They orC expensive Hiitl unequal in their operation, and per- 
leclly inefticient, so ^kr as siil)ordinution and discipline are concerned. 
A well disciplined nulitia iias ever been considered llie suics»t baleguard 
in a free government, and well deserves all the commeodatron which 
has been beslovved upon it. It is enrnesily hoped that tlie legislature will 
be disposed to give to this subject that consideration which its import- 
ance demands. 

In the progress of the session your attention may be called to the ccm- 

sideration of the h\v^ rrintinnr to imprisonnirnt f r debt. Within a few 
years they have been shorn ofmuch of their severity. Should the legisla- 
ture, however, deem it expedient to abolisli or change our present system, 
rigorous measures ought to be adopted for the prevention of fraud ; 
and while the rights of the really poor debtor are provided for by the 
humane policy oTour laws, the rights of the honest, and in many cases, 
fMJor creditor, siiould be secured by the terrors of cj imiuui puxiishment. 

The pursuits of our people are, at preaent, essentially agricultural, and 
being such, wc must in .some measure, remain dependent for many of the 
necessaries and luxuries oriife, as well m tor a market lor the surplus pro- 



ny of our citizens for a few years past, it la veiy apparent, that we 

are destined at no distant perin 1 f o become also a manufacturing people. 
The fac'lities adbrded lor propellin*^ niacliinery in the immense water 
power every where abounding througiiout our territory, the inexhaust- 
ible mineral wealth of our mountains, together with the cheapDefliof 
living, will, unless dlscourag hy a narrow and illil)eral course of le- 
gislation, present such inducements to our citizens, and to foreign cap- 
itaBsteaa will lead them to increase their inveatmenta in tnanufaeturing 
establishments, and thereby secure to the cultivalor of tlic soil a more 
ce«'tain and uniform reward for his industry. Although adequate pro- 
tection for our manufacturing interests cannot Ix: aflbrded by any legis- 
lative action of ours, still, we may and periiaps ought, on all suitable 
occasions to express our convictioos and expectatioos that the general 
government will lend its aid. 

In connection with the interests of agriculture and manufactures, 
perhaps I may be permitCed the enquiry, whether public opinion dots 
not point, too plainly to be misunderstood, to the necessity oi commcn* 
ninn-. at some period, improvements in our facilities of communication, 
worthy of the state and of tlie age in which we live. 

Satisfied, aa I am, that it ia only a question of Hme when the state 
Bhall step forward and do somcthinn- to encourage this great work, I 
submit to the wisdom of tiie legislature whether the time has not al- 
ready arrived, beyond which it would be a deriliction ol duty, and dis- 
regard to the prosperity and beat iniereata of the people of our stale, 
to postpone the incipient measure of some system nf internal improve- 
ment r whether this legislature will not cause surveys to be made, at 
the public expense, oi" some of the leading routes, with particular and 
accurate estimates of the expenae, and the probable busineaa which 
may l)e done upon them. I am not so viiionary as to suppose, that 
with the present resources of o«jr governrtient, this state will undertake, 
like some of her sister states, any gigantic system of Internal Improvc- 
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ment : — but alter aJlhorouj^Ii cxaiiiiimtion of the several projects, with 
careful estimates of their expense and probable income, is it unreason- 
able to believe that mme ol these routes may be ibuud ieasiblc. and af- 
ibrd ^ir prospeots of profit,* and that the energies of our own citizens 
may thus be aroused to attempt and accomplish some one of tf in. To 
one, who has attentively marked the march of improvemeni,* among 
our sister states, wiio has seen Canals and Rail Roads formed as il by 
ma^e, while do attempt has been made to improve the facilities of com- 
munication in our own^state, the cause of the daily drain of wealth, and 
what is of incalculably greater importance to any community, the un- 
precedented emigration of our best and ^most enterprising citizens, is 
not problematical* 

By the provisions of the act' ol congress of tlie'last sessioti. t iiti!l('d 
" an act reg; ulating the deposites of the public money," it will become 
the duty of the legislature to provide by law, some means to enable 
the Treasurer to receive, on deposit, the amount, which by the terms 
ot tlie act may be received by this stale. It is tlic mojipv ol the peo- 
ple, and it is hardly to be supposed that, when once distributed to tlie 
several states, the exigencies of the general goverment will soon if ever 
demand its re-payment. The provisions of thki act are deemed wise 
and salutary. Tlie unexpected and rapid accumulation of money in 
our national treasury, the evil oi' placing under the control of govern- 
ment too mvust of the wealth of the nation, combine to render such a 
distribution necessary. I would not be understood as being desirous or 
willing^ to place tlie principal of this fund beyond the contm! of tiie le- 
giflkture : It should be kept, so long as il remains at the disposal of tliis 
state, as an inviolable fUnd. The income only, which to all intents is 
the property of tlie people, should be annually applied for the support 
of common schools, as in that application and in that only can the ben- 
eficial eiiects resulting from the distribution be so fully and^ equally re- 
alized by the whole, people. 

I am not disposed to remark upon Uie various projects which will proba- 
bly be presented for your conRideration, but would simply sujfgest a plan 
which I consider liable to the least objection. The several towns in the 
state m\<f\ii be made the depositorws of such share of the whole amount 
received, as by their population tliey woiild;"be entitled and be made 
accountnbh' to the state in the same manner that the state is to the 
general "government.— The selectmen of tiic several towns, a board, 
already, by the laws, entrusted with tlie prudential aflbirs of the same, 
jnight manage such share as such town should receive, and cause the 
income to be flix ided among the several school districts in such manner 
H8 might be provided by law. 

It is believed that the fund mi^ht be managed, the income applied 
and the advantages more impartially distriliuted in this manner, than 
in any other. 

During the rectus of Ihe^ legislature, commuuica lions have • been 
made to me by the executives of the states of Pennsylvania, North 
Carolina, Alabama, Kentuckv. Ohio, Mississippi, Virginia, Maine, Con- 
necticut, South Carolina and New York, enclosing resohitions ol thq 
legislatures of those slates upon various subjects, and containing re- 
(picsts that the^ be communicated to the legislature of this state, 
which will be laid before yon at an early d:iy. 

The vacancy occasioned by the death of the Hon. Tmiothy Merrill, 
late Secretary uf State, was supplied by the appointment of FcrrandF. 
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Merrill, who had held Uie oifice of deputy Secretary utider the late in- 
eumbent 

The recent adoptioii of tlie amendments to our eoattituiion will ne- 
cessarily call your attention to an alteration, in the several acts relating 
to the passing of laws, to meet the present organizatioa of the Legis- 
lature. 

I bave^ as I deemed it my duty, thus frankly submitted to you my 
Views upon the subjects alluded to in this communication, relyin<2^ upon 
your wisdom and general knowledge ol* the wants of our state lor such 
legislative aetibo, as will advance uie nrtiie and happiness of our citi- 
zens, and secure, in their purity, our free institutions. 

I shoulfl do injustice to mvown feelin?"' , should I omit, on this occa- 
sion, to express my jgratefuf and restKxUul sense of the confidence re> 
pomki in me br an ejection, by a majority of my feKow citizens, tu the 
responsible office of chief magistrate of the state. Aware tiiat the 
servants of the people should be judged, n6t by their professions of'/ea! 
for the public good,J)ut by the manner in which thev shall discharge 
the trtiflta repoeed in them, I will barely remark, that to the peribrmaneo 
of mv official duties, I diatl rely on the cordial co-operation of the lev- 
era! branches of our ^vemment, and the generous and iibarai fupport 
of an intelligent people.

REPORT. 

To Seic ATE NOW IK Session : 
Your committee to whom wa« rafeired the memorial of ZaohdW 

Bass nn l others nn the subject of intemperfincc, nnd also the memorial 
of the ladies ot Bethel, and divers other memorials on the same ?\jbject, 
beg leave to report: that iu priuciple, your comuiittee iuiijy accord wilh 
the views expressed in said ssemoiiaiB, and in especial manner, with 
those contained in the first named meraorial, which mcraorial your com- 
mittee would jG^ladiy adopt and record, as a preliminary to their report. 

Your committee believe, that no tax ought to he raised from grants on 
fieensea to commit crime, or to do vaj act or thiag deleterkras and de- 
structive to the lives, morals and happiness of vast numbers of our fel- 
low beings ; and that all such revenue hUh, are not only derogatory to an 
enlightened and virtuous people, but in a pecuniary point of view, will 
muy more than counteract the benefits intended. Your committee are 
aware not only of the force of habit, when once fixed and in vote rale by 
indulgence, which, like a chronic disease, is always slow of emendalioii ; 
but also of the Ibrce or power of public opinion when once awakened 
«nd brought to bear upon any widespreod moral evil; Jind although your 
committee are aware that by the aid of the skilful physician, some as- 
sistance may be rendered in aid of those healthful Kymptoms, yet they 
are not aware tiiat any catiiolicon or specific can be administered, by 
which the evil can at once be eradicated or cured; nor would your <H>m* 
mittee wiltiagly recommend in the present case, any antidote which might 
in any wise serve to produce a relapse. 

PnVtlic opinion, which must in all free governments, eventually sustain 
(and should precede) all legislative acts, has already done mush in tiia 
suppression of intemperance in this state, and also in our sister states; 
and it is to be hoped that its force is not yet spent in aid of so good a 
cause; but on the conrrarv, tlmt it has acquired sfrcngth sufficient to 
sustain such salutary laws as may be enacted for tiic control and rsfill^ 
mation of those who may be above or below its reach, and hence, soeli 
as can only be restrained by the application of Iciral enactments. 

Your committee being desirous to invite pubuc opinion in aid 
law which may be enacted for the suppression of intemperance, and for 
a reformation and relief fimn its coocomitaDt evils; and belieriDg m 
«liiiiit7 diat noneof the d«legBtad auttiotitien will ^| di^KNed to set «^ 
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defiance public opimou so iuUy expressed, or to evade the true meaniug 
Had inteDtof tucn law* as may be pnned in its aid, would humbly no- 
opimyi^ the paMBge of the aooompaoyiug bill.

REPORT. 

To THX SaiTATX NOW IM SjSSSIOJT : 

The committee on education, to whomwaa vefened a reeohitkm di- 
Tecttng them to inquire into the expedient^ of providing for a general 

and critical geological and topoffrapbical survey of the state, beg leave 
to report, that the subject euDOUtted to them has received a careful and 
delibeiate consideration. In several states of the Union, surveys of the 
character contemplated by tlie resolutioo, have been already accomplish- 
ed, or are at this time in progress of completion. Tho^e works are un- 
der the direction of the executive of the respective stales, and are sus- 
tained by the munificenoe of their legislatures. It is mdmtood by your 
committee, that much practical and permanent benefit to the public has 
resulted already in the states of Massachusetts, Maine and New Jersey, 
from their j^logical surveys. The legislature of New York has appro* 
priated a lund of tweaty-fbur thousand dollars annually ibr a period of 
four years, to the purpose of an accurate and complete scientific survey 
of that state. Otlior states liave adopted the same policy and have made 
Uberai appropriations to advance it. Your committee cannot hesitate 
in adopting the senliment, that not ooly the cause of science but the ■ 

fcneral interests of a community are promoted by a measure of this 
ind, whenever the resources of its government will warrant the expen- 
diture. They are equally well satisfied, that vvh«never a survey of the 
character centemplated is made, it should be thorough and complete.— 
A mere superficial geological and topographical examination of the 
country would result in no adequate benefijt to any interest designed t)9 
be promoted by it. • 

Various objeclei are contemplated by a geological survey, and we oV 
serve that in other states it has embraced a research into the vegetable 
and animal kingdoms^ as well as the geological nnd mineral depart- 
ments. It would require an examination into the mineral resources ol' 
the state, and whenever the geological formation of the country, or oth- 
er appearances indicated Che presence of ores or mines,— scientific inves- 
tigations would be made, and the question as to their oxistence definite- 
ly dcLerrained. We have proof in every section oi tlie state, that Ver- 
mont is rich in her mineral substsnces, and your committee have the 
fullest confidence that a scientific survey of the state would lead to im- 
portant, rcr^ults in the deve!op?nent ol those resources, and a determina- 
tiuu oi liie particular properties of each. Such an examination would 
probably lead to the discoTery of other important sources of wealth and 
attractlona of enterprise. Accident has already made the discovery of 
marble quarries of surpassing beauty and variety— of sand, adapted to 
the manufacture of glass, and which^is now sought with avidity b^^ dis- 
^t woriis— of iron ore of a superior quality— of lead.— of coppeT—of 
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mangaoMe, of firm and compacC fire stone, and various other tubtlan- 

ces, all indicating the existence in Ihe stale ol great and peculiar inter- 
nal resources. Your committee believe that an accurate and able sur-. 
vey of the state would result in important practical advantages, and 
lead to the discovery of Tsluable mineral productions and other sources 
of wealth. The formation and structure of our mountains, the position 
of our rpcks, the components of our various soils, present not only inter- 
esting subjects of scientific enquiry, but have an important practical 
bearing upon tbe question of the capabilitils and Resources of tAe ftate. 
For instance, it is a law of nature that salt is never found below a cer- 
tain character of rock ; that coal is only discovered in a peculiar posi- 
tion; and that the minerals are always fjund in a certain and well es- 
tablished geological formation. 4 survey of the state would ascertain 
and determine these characteristics — would give a proper directioni to 
these inquiries, and would arrest much useless expense and upach wild 
speculation, in search of that which cannot be found. 

Xour committee feel that another important and very manil^t eoa<e 
sideration is connected with this subject. Science has administered j)e- 
culiar benefits in other countries to the interests of agriculture, in analy- 
sing and detiniag t,h,e constituei\ts of soils, and in determining the adap- 
tation to them of the various vegetable and mineral manures. A ^olo* 
gical survey would necessarily demand an examination of the soils of 
the various sections of the state, their properties and constituents, and 
would point out those calculated for the applicatiua oi gypsum, lime, 
marl, and other vegetable and mineral manures. It is highly probable 
in the opinion of your committee, that an accurate exanunation of tlw 
state, would result in the discovery of these production?. They believe 
that such a result in its influence upon the agricultural prosperity oi the 
state, would amply remunerate evei^ disbursement from the public 
tressuiy required to accomplish the work. 

Your committee ctinnot be insensible to the importance of the contem- 
plated measure in anoiher point of view. I^hey believe that a geolo^c- 
al survey, under the auspices of die state, would srouse a spirit of sci« 
entific research and investigation which would elevate and dignify the 
character of our population and teikl to the most useful and important 
consequences. 

The resolution submitted to your committee, directs an additional en- 
quiry, relative to a topographical survey of the state. Tour committee 

are aware that tfie period is rapidly approaching when our character 
and the wishes ot the people will demand a compilation of a new map 
of the state. Those now in use are inaccurate, and are beeomlng anti- 
quated, and in appearance and execution, are behind the improvements 
of the day. Your committee believe that a topographical survey could 
very readily be combined with a geological exammation of the state aod 
the materials for a new map thus w collected without any or by a very 
trifling augmentation of expense to the public. 

Your committee have attempted to exhibit in a very rapid and curso- 
ry examination^ some oi the objects contemplated and the benefits hoped 
to be derived from the proposed measure. They feel a conviction that 
the cause of science would be cherished and the essential mterests of the 
state advanced by an appropriation to this purpose, did the condition of 
our public finances warrant the expenditure. 

The best tight your committee can obtain on this sulneet brings them 
to the conclusion that the sum of s,t leestf 10,000^ woufd be required t». 
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accomplish the work with any degree of usefulness or efHckTicy. Your 
comnaitlee cannot persuade themselves that under the existmg embar- 
rasmeuts oi Uie siate, an appropriaiion to Uie contemplated object, of 
that magDitode, would be authorized by the public Mtiment They 
oelieve that every consideration of sound policy suggests that the prop 
)ect sliould not he engaged in until tlie means of the state are competent 
to its perfi>rmaQce oo a liberal and extended scale. They are therefore 
touBtraiofid to report a^instJhe expediency of providing at this time 
Ibr the object contemplated in the resolution. Your committee fully 
appreciate the importance of the subject, and the propriety of directing 
the public mind to its consideration. They cherish the expectation, 
Ihat under more auspiciom drcunurtances, tnt measure will be sanction* 
ed as well by public opioioa aa fay the action of the legislature. 

To the end thnt a future general assembly may act with better data 
in reference lo the subject, your committee beg leave to report the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to procure an estimate of 
the probable expense of n Gcolri^icnl and Topofrrnphical survey of 
the state, and report the same to tlie next general assembly.

Ma. Ramhoitd, from the committee on finance, to whom was refbr- 
red a bill from the House of Representatives, entitled "an act to pro- 
vide for the receipt and distribution of the public money of the United 
|kates which may be deposited witli tiiis state,'' submitted the following 

B£PO&T: 

The tiill on which your committee is to report is as fellows, — 

Sec. 1. It is hereby enacted by the General */lssembly of the State of 
VermmHi That the treasurer of this state he, and be is hereby, author- 
ized to receive from the Secretary of tfie Trcri<^ury of the United Slates 
all the money which is directed to he dc-posited with the state of Ver- 
mont, by virtue of the provisions of an act entitled " au act to regulate 
the depoittB of the public money," passed by the Congress oi the Uni- 
ted States, at the Jiesslon thereof now last past, and approved by tlie 
President on the twenty-third day of June, anno Domini one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-six : and the said treasurer of this state is here- 
jfty directed and empowered to execute and deliver to the said Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury of the United. States certificateis $>r deposite for said 
money, pledging the faith of this state for ih-' *af> keeping and repay- 
ment tliereoi^ in accordance with the provitjions oi said act. 
' Sec. R U hereby ftiftket enatted. That the said money, so soon 
as the same, or any portion of it, shall be received by the treasurer d 
this state, shall be by him deposited with the town treasurers, or such 
other person or persons as the several incorporated towns in this slate 
shall appoint for ihat purpose, at any legal meeting in said towns, held 
for that purpose, in proportion to the respective population of each town, 
n^certnined by the ccnsus last taken under the authori^ of the Uni- 
ted St:ilrs. 

Provided^ such towns shall, at any legal meeting warned and holden 
for that purpoce» vole to leceive aaid proportkm. ; 
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Skc. it w herdiyj\ariher enacted. That the respective town treu-' 

urers, or such other person or persons as the said towns shall appoint 
for that purpose as aforesaid, on receiving the said money, shall execute 
aod deliver to the state treasurer certificates of the deposile of tlie same, 
in such form.as the sai<t*8tate treasurer is required to execute to the Sec^ 
retary of the Treasury of the United States, agreeaMy to the provia* 
ions of t!ie act mentioned in tlie first section o!" this net; anil the sever- 
al town treasurers, or such other persons as may be authorized to re- 
ceive said money, shall severally, and befbre they receive the same fFom 
ihe state, execute to the inhabitants of their respective towns good and 
sufficient bonds, with two or more sureties , conditioned for the safe keeping 
of tlie money they may so receive according to law. And each town 
shall he holden to repay into the state treasury the amount of money so 
received by said towns, whenever such payment shall be required fauT 
the iSecretary of tlie Treasury of the United Slates. 

Provided, That if the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States 
shall call (or only a part of the maoey at a ttme, so received by thi^ 
state, the several to wns feceivine^ the jBaroe under the provisiona of thii^ 
* act shall be liable to pay only their proportion of the amount so called 
for. 

Prwided, also. That nothing herein contained shall be considered aa 
teakiog the said towns liable for the payment into the state treasufy 

any interest for the use of said money. 

Sfic. 4. It i» Itereby furl her enactedt That it shall be lawful ior the 
several towns in this state, by vote oi the inhabitants of such towns^ 
at their aiuiual town meetings in March next, or at any other town 
meeting, legally warned for such purpose, to decide in what manner to 
dispose of ^e principal, and for what purpose to appropriate the inter- 
est of that portion of the public money which may be received by such 
fawns. 

The money to be received fl<om the Gk)vernment of the United States 

and which this bill regards, needs to be considered under two aFpcct« f 
6ne in reference to the government of the United States; and the (dhef 
ia reference to the people of this state. 

1. The craditions on which the money is to be distributed by the Gen' 
eral Government f()rbid its hc\i)g looked upon in any olher ]i<:,'ht than as 
a toon without interest to those states which shall receive it,— n lonn 
resting on the stron;^ ground of international faith for its repayment 
whenever demanded. 

2. Whntpver opinions may eTrist as to the probability of its being cal-< 
led for hereafter, every principle of honor and common honesty demands 
that we receive it in view of such probability and dispose of it in such 
a manner that if ^ demand for its repayment should arise, the state' 
may promptly meet the demand and redcrm its plinhfed fiith. 

3. The State must then preserve the principal sum m an available 
form, making use of the nett income thereof only ; or, if the principal 
oe made use of, it must be done under the expectation of raising the 
sum Avhen wanted, by direct tax^ or of birinc^ it on the faith ofthestete^ 
thus becominnr n payer of in(cro-it instead of a receiver of it. 

4. It might be shown that a regard to the best interests oi Uie United 
Slates, would point to the first method as the desirable one; but thif 
CODBuJcrn tion rTUiV l>c ^N-aivetb and it may be admitted for the present,- 

that so iar as the relations of the state of Vermont to Uie Unitea Steter 
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^re eoncernedr-k it mfficient if the former holds herscU bound and able 
to pay her debt in any way which may belt suit heraeK 

5. But so far as the transaction concerns the proplc of this state, the 
tase is very different. To them it is a question of vast impor/nnce 
Wicthcr they shall keep the principal sum of this ioan entire and iintouch- 
'ed—u«ing only the income from it, or expend the principal and place 
themselves and thr-h posterity in a situation to be taxed directlv for the 
flill sum, or to be obliged to hire the money and thus pny the interest 

•Jbrever, the interest having to be raised also by direct tax. 

The first mode (viz : preseiring the prioeipal) n the only one which 
will probably find advocates. 

6. In what manner does the bill under consideration, provido for the 
tafe keeping of the principal, and the disposal of its income? These 
are the two great questions to be considered and acted upon. 

Acc.^rdinfT to the prnvision- nf thr bill, the state treasurer is to re- 
fceive the money from Uie government of the United States and pledge 
the faith of the $tate for the repayment of the same, — ^he is then to de- 
posit it with the town treasurers or such other persons as the several in- 
corporafed foxvs in this state shall appoint for thnt purpose, in propor- 
tion to tlie respective population of each town as ascertained bv thfc 
fccnsus of 1830, provided such town shall vote to receive the same. 
And the receiving officers of the towns shall give the State treasurer 
certificates of such deposite conformably to the certificates which the 
latter may be required to give to the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States, and each town shall be holdeu to repay into the slate 
treasury the amount of money so received by said toxni, whenever such 
payment shall be required hy the Secretary of the United States. Ifhe 
calls for but a part, the towns are to pay in proportion. 

7. If this proposed disposal of the money dc looked at only in regard 
to the 6afe keeping of the principal, it win be seen to involve all the com- 
plicated relations of tlie towns and town officers, both to the state and to 
the individuals who may hire the money — relations presented under the 
novel aspect of the towns acquiring money virtuaiiy by ioan lor no defin- 
ite purpose which their corporate existence might authorise them to 
have in view, nnd loaning the money so acquired to otherst Numerous 
and grave questions respecting legal responsibilities cannot but arise* 
the dangers and vexations of whicli (very inadequately guarded against, 
by the Dill, to say the least,) ought to be wholly avoided untow £re is 
a strong necessity tot cncoiini< i ing them the more so because the re- 
lations of the state, the towns and' individuals who may be concerned, 
will be only legal relatiotu, and in no de^e those of tntertiational fith. 

8. But omittioff in this place any filthier inquiry whether the princi- 
pal will be safely kept for the state, if deposited with the towns as the 
Dill provides, it may be granted for the present thnt it will be. The sec- 
ond question then arises : "since the income arising from the principal, 
and that im\j belongs to the state^that is to all the people of the state 
-^nd of course, this yearly income should be so distributed as to hene- 
ft all, can this end be obtained by the mode pointed out in the bill ?-' 
An examination of the census ol 1830, according to which the distribution 
k to teke place, will furpish an answer to this question. From this ex- 
amination it appears that seven towns would receive more money than 
all the towns m the three counties of Grand Isle, Essex and Orleans be- 
ibre the formation of Lamoille ; yet neither oi the seven is within those 
(iduBties. It appears also that any one of the seven would receive as 
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much, within a small Iraction, as all the towns in either Grand Isle or Essex 
counties. It further appears that some individual towns would receive 

more than tmenty or more towns which can be selected in ilje state.— 
Again it appears tliat thirty towns would receive very nearly one third 
as much as the remaining towns in the state. ' 

ISmA there been no change in the relative population ol the towns irt 
the stntc since 1830, and weie there to be no special chan«i;es hereaflerj 
the equity ot" the distribution might be admitted. But changes have al- 
ready taken place to a great extent and are progressive — so tliat many 
towDstnferior in population to others in 1880, will soon far exceed ihem. 
Thus Tin progress of time will tend to equalize tlie distribution proposed 
in tlie biil, hut to ,itci:ra\':ite the inequalities. Hence by thr- hi!! the fcw- 
.er persons will receive the mare money iVom year to year, ana ihis olteu 
in a highly increasing ratio. The injustice of this needs only to be dis- 
tinctly seen, in order to be disapproved of. 

But this is not ail on this point. If in any t(j\vn tlie money so place<! 
in trust, shall ever be lost from any cause whatever, tiien il Uie same btt 
ever eoHected from said town, in many if not moat instances, payment 
will be enforced from them who neither directly nor indirectly were ben- 
efitted by the loan. This, too, violate^ the common principles of natu- 
ral justice. ..... 



•public treasury of the U. S. by the inhabitants of the towns mainly in 
proportion to the popnintion of 1830, and therefore the like disposition 
of Uie loan among the towns will dispense its benefits equitably. For 
in the first place, this argument proves too much. By it, the right to 
enjoy the benefits of the money is the right of an indmdwU, in his per- 
sonal capacity, and not that of a cit'zcn barely. To be consistent in 
the application of the argutiient, the money should be secured to indir 
viduahf their heitt, and asngns, and not to the present inhabitants of 
towns and to ihe persons who may hereafter be inhabitants of them. 
But in the second place the money to be used has not been deri\ ed from the 
labors of the inhabitants of the state in 1830, or even IVom the jpresent 
generation. The foundation of the distribution by the United States is 
acJcnowledx^cd by all to be the income from the public domain, and this 
was acquired by the efforts and blood of our forefathers and left by 
them to benefit posterity^ Moreover the same argument demands that 
Ihe old 4birteen statep uone should have been regarded in the diatrflw- 
tion. 

9. k may be said that the injusliec of the proposed distribution may 
be sufficiently obviated by providing in an amendment of the bill, that 
either at stated periods, or when the legislature shall see fit, the money 
shall be caUed into the treasury of the state and dinributed a^in ac* 

cording to the population at these different times. Sorion^^ ditticultie6 
would attend such a proceeding;. It woultk bring up ai once all the dif- 
lereut legal questiom wluch u)uld aribe from demanding the money, and 
this would be repeated with every repetition of the call. The evils to 
be apprehended oy the multiplication of entangling law suite on novel 
relations of towns and town officers, tiie stale and its officers, are too 
great to be incurred without an abscdute neces*iitv for it. Tliat the 
towns of this state will readily aeqnimee in the distribution as proposed, 
or if it 8lK>uld be made, will readily consent to make a new one every 




question was paid into the 
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ed willi the liittory of legWstioii either in our oiwb, or in other eoiia* 
triee. 

!0. Laying aside, htmcvcr, the bare question or juttice in thediatri- 
butioD, as well as the question of tafe keeping of the princmal ibr the 
state, there are other oonaidenitioiw of tnomeot oonneeted wnh the pro- 
^beed tntosaciion. 

Al! sound legistation proceeds upon this principle in regard to financial 
tourcnit, viz : not only to take care of and expend the public treasure 
for "lie good of all tlie community, but in raising money for public pur- 
poses, to do it in soeh'a manner to interfere t» little as may be with 
the daily business concerns of the nulivjLlual?^ coniposinc^ the body poli- 
tic. This pniicipla is proceeded upon the more perjectly as a people 
are the tmre free. 

In' flie' apprehension of your eommittee, it would be dUBcuU to con- 
ceive of a mode of placing out so large a sum of money as the one in 
question and jraihering it In again if it should be needed, wliich would 
more effectually harrass the community and place the government oi the 
slate end that of the United States in a more odious positioD to its oiti- 
zens, than the one proposed in the bill. 

!1. There seems to be no reason why the ^t^te ^'honld pursue any dil- 
ferent course with the money m question limn with any other money 
wUch the state owns or ever may own, the principal of whteh it might* 
be intended never to spend. Tiiis slate has, and other states have funds, 
the income of which is from time to time to be appropriated for the gen- 
eral benefit, but a disposition of these funds in any such manner as is 
eontemplated in the hill helbre us, hss never been attempted. It is not 
believed that such a course was ever pursued by any government what- 
ever. Certainly, such a total departuro from all established principles 
of financial legislation as is here proposed, ought not to be made with- 
out lo^and patient deliheiation, and the moat cogent reasons in its 
▼or. — None such appear. 

Other weighty considerations might be presented here, having a bear* 



pear in a snhsequent part of this report. It is sufficient to eay in this 
piaoe that your committee cannot recommend to the Senate to concur in* 
a measure which, in their view, (however well intended by them who 
have thus far favored it,) is calculated to subvert justice— to scatter the 
seeds of dissention in every neighborhood in the state— to plant a root 
of bitterness in its legislative halls which ages cannot extirpate — and, in 
fine, to caiiRP that the very fruits of the toils and sacrifices of our fore- 
fathers, wluch if wiseiy dispensed will serve forever to beneht iliem who 
come after them, and help to establiBh the great principles ^r which 
they struggled and freely poured out their i>Iood, shall prove to their 
posterity a perpetual curse. 

Itf. In proposing an amendment of the bill before us, two thin^^s need 
to be kept steadily in view. The fint is the safe keeping and pruduc- 
lAfenew of the money ; and the second is the great end to be regarded 
in the appropriation of the yearly income, viz : a general and eqilsl dis- 
tribution of its benefits ;iTiiong the people of the state. 

13. As regards iiie first of these pointii there appear to us many 
strong reasons for placing the money m the Ibrm of tMu to he awnad ^ 
the state. 

Some of these we will mention. 

1. All experience shows that it is as safe a mode of investment as is 
known. 




Some of these will ap* 
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t. It can be managed with far greater ease and economy than in any 
other mode, and its condition can be aMertBined and made known at 

any moment with the i^reatest facility. 

S. It will produce a greater annual income, probably one third great* 
er, than from any other investment. 

4. This income will be paid with hr greater regalarity than in any 
other way. 

5. If occasional losses of capital arise, they can be made jj^ood with 
the least possible trouble from the income, and thus tlie principal can be 

ottltetantl V fVill. The lawei as well as the nett ineome ean be easi- 
ly disltributed upon all alike. 

6. The stocks if thought best, may be created in connexion with ex- 
isting banks or otherwise. In this case Uie number of persona in the 
stale wiio would be fk^red by the use of the money for which tber 
would pay the interest, a(\erwards to be applied to ..me benefit of alli 
would be vastly greater than the n«jmber of f9uch persons under the pro- 
posed bill. 4-8 a matter of course, most towns that shall aim faithfully 
to presem the piineipal, will endeaTor to kmn it on mortgage and for 
the bmgat time possible. Of course the fewe$t penons pMsible will 
have the use of it. The active and enterprising, the personR of smalt 
means but good character, who need small sums for short times, and lor 
which tfiey can easily o^r good personal security, will be almost entire- 
ly excluded from its use. 

7. The paying out of the income from year to vfar will be attended 
with less trouble and expense — less risk of loss by bad money or other- 
wise to the receivers, than in any other mode whatever. 

9. If the government of the Ignited States shall ever call for the mo- 
ney or any part of it, not the slightest difficulty will attend the payment 
of the same. The stocks would of course be sold to such persons as 
miffht have money to invest, and not a single person need to be troub- 
lea in his pecumary concerns. In fact a simple transfer of slocks from 
the credit of the state to the credit of capitalists and the passing of 
drafts from their credit to the treasurer of the United States would do 
the whole business. To agreat extent the stocks would ptill remain in 
the state, if not wholly. The tneome to the state treasurjr, and its dis- 
tribution among the people would cease of course, and this result would 
follow any arrangement. 

9. The necessity of an enlargement of the active capital in the state, 
corresponding to the rapid extensum of the businesss of its dtizens, is 
already felt. By the creation of stocks for the employment of the pub- 
lick loan, this object can be effected without the least difficulty. Any - 
profit which would arise to capitalists from the creation and sale of new 
pank stocks— much of which would be enjoyed by foreign capitalists,-^- 
will under such an arrangement, pertain to all the citizens of this state, 
being received in the shape of increased income so long as the state 
owns the stock, and in the advance over the original par value, on the 
sale of tiie stock, if the loan Hhalt be ever called in by the United States. 

10. Did time albw, other important considerations might be sugges- 
ted favoring the views of your committee as to the general character of 
the investment which thev^ think will prove most advantageous to the 
state. But to digest a pfan for the fbrmation and placing of such a 
stock, and to frame a bill, the provisions of whwh shall most effectually 
accomplish the desired objects, demand an amo\mt of careful investiga- 
tion and reflection which, at this late period of the session, it is no( \n 
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their power to irWe ; and to dispuss which with that fulness that the im- 
portance of it calls for, is presumed to be ;is lift!'; within the reach of 
the legislature. The most that we can do in to provide tor the tempo- 
rary safe keeping and employment of it in diffifent parts of the state in 
sueh manner as shall difToie most widely the benefits of its use, and on 
1^ advanta^ous terms in regard to the payment of interest as such tem- 
porary employment will admit of, awaiting the action of some future 
meetinff of the general assembly on a more jurmmeta arrangement 

11. In reference to an appropriation of the income firom the money to 
be rocpived, however gratifying it mif];ht be to your committee to liave 
it III their. power to propose a plan for such appropriation, ihey must as- 
sign the same reason for their inability to do so. It is a subject of too 
great consequence to be acted upon with precipitation, and they would 
Kave it to the deliberations and decisions of a future day. 

Your conomittee r^pectfuUy propose to amend the bill as follows : . 

Strike out after the word " tn^ m the fbmih line of the second sec- 
tion, and insert the following, viz t— ^"several banks in this state in pro- 
portion to the capital stock of each bank nctiinlly paid in, which will 
give good and satisfactory security for the safe keeping of said money 
and the repayment thereof with the interest of the 8am«» at the rate of 
not less than five per cent, per annum, at such time as a future general 
assembly shall by law direct.**

not agaia beentitied to the lkH>r (except for the purpose of explanation) 
to the exclusion of another who has not spoken. 

10. In all cases, the Senator first arising and addressing the Presi- 
dent (subject to the restriction of rule 9,) shall beentitied to the floor, 
nnd when two or more arise at the same time, the PresidoDt shall name 
the one who is to speak. 

11. When a Senator shall be called lo order, he shatl sit down, and 
every oueetion of order shall be ,decided by t^ J^reiident withfut de- 
hate, subject to an appeal to the Senate* 
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12. If a Senator be calfed to order, for l^c worda spoken, the excep- 
tionable worda shall be immediately taken down inlmting, by the Sen- 
ator calling to order, that the Prceideat maybe better enabled to judge 

ot the matter. 

13. Tlie fii U hour of each morning's sitting may be devoted to the 
reception and duipusal ol pe Li lions, memorials, remonstrances, motions, 
resoratbB8,aad the introduction of bills ; after which the ofders of the 
day or other proper business shall be announced, always commencing 
with the unfinished business of the last sittina;. The first hour of the 
a (lerooon B sittmg may be occupied in the receiving and disposing of 
reports ofeoaimntees and in completing the business of tfeie morning 
hour ; at the expiration of whieh the Iwnate will again take up theor^ 
dera of the day. 

14. Reports of committees may be signed by any member in behalf 
of. the commrltee, and shall be by him presented to tiie Senate when a 
call for reports is made. The signer of each report shall be held res« 
ponsible for the accuracy of its statements ana the propriety of its 

language, and vv'hen the Rame shall be under consideration, he shall be 
further liable to give additional statements of iaots or other exaplana- 
tions, in answer to the call of any Senator. 

15. The proceedings of the Senate, except when acting as in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, embracing the titles of biUs and sueh pwts thereof 

as may be afiected by proposed amendments, and also the names of 

Senators and the vote.M which they give on every question decided 
by yeas and navs, shall be by the Secretary accurately and concisely 
inserted in the journals. 

16. The Senate shall annually, withia the first four days ofaetual sit- 
ting, elect bv ballot, (and a majority of all present shall benee essary to a 
eboice,)a Secretary, an Assistant Secretary, who shall he ex-qjfjMo 
Engrossing Clerk, a Sergeanl-at-Arms, who shall be ex officio door-keep- 
er, and an Assistant Door-Keeper« wlio shall be ex qMcio Messenger, 
who shall severally be sworn to the fiiithful disehar^ of their duties, and 
shall hold said offices untilsuperseded by a new election. The Senate shaU 
□ ho, within the same time elect the following standing committees, to con- 
sist of three members each, to wit: On Finance, — on the Judiciary. — on 
Claims, —on Educauon, — on Agriculture,— on Afanufhetures, — on Elec- 
tions,— on Rules,— on Militaiy Affiurs,— on Roads & Canals,— on Banks, 
and on Land Taxes. 

17. In the appointment of committees, (except the one mentioned in 
Rule 1,) the Senate will ])roceedl»y ballot severally to appoint the chair- 
man of each, and then by one ballot the other members necessary to 
complete the same. In the election of a chairman a majority of the 
votes given shall be necessary, but forth© others a plurality shall be 
sufficient. Provided, The Senate may, without normally suspending 
this rule, direct a select conunittee to be appointed by the Fresident. 

18. All bilfa, after the second reading, and all petitions, memon'alg^ . 
remonstrances, resolutions and other papers calling for legislative ac- 
tion, [except such as have been reported by a committee,] no objection 
bemg made, shall be relferrcd by the Ftertdcnt to appropriate commit- 
tees.

MESSAGE. 

FeUow Cttixefu of the SauU$ 

md Haute of Mtfreemtathee : 
Under the pecaliarly embamssisg circumstances which 
have been operating npon the cnrTeney and business of the 
country for a few months past, it may have been expected 
and by some has been deemed my duty to have convened 
the Legislature in special session. My attention has been 
directed to thfj subject with anxious soiicitudc, and could I 
have come to the conclusion, that any act of the legislature 
would have afforded relief to our citizens, from the evils 
consequent upon the deranged state of the currency, equiv- 
alent to the trouble and expense oi au extra scssicm, I should 
have checriuUy assumed the responsibility of adopting that 
nieafiure. But believinir tiie nnwise and unanthoTized meas- 
ares of the late executive of the General Govemment to 
have been the primary cause of piodttcing the disastrous state 
of our monetary affiiirs, I oonid not flatter myself that any 
state legislation would cure the cyII, or restore to us that 
safe, sound and convenient currency we had before enjoyed. 
To the General Government we must look for a remedy com- 
mensurate with the evil. 

The citizens of our own state have suffered, as yet, per- 
hupe less, than those of our e&ter states, still the bunness and 
credit of the country have received a shock, whose effects, 
if not averted by some measures of the General Government 

calculated to restore confidence in community, must result in 
consequences most destructive to the industry, enterprise 
and prosperity of our fellow-citizens. Our habits and com- 
mercial intercourse are such, that any attempt to transact 
the business of the country through the agency of the pre- 
cious metals alone, would tend to unsettle and destroy the 
present relative value of property, and paralyze many of the 
great interests of the nation. 

The several banks in this state, have, it is believed, ren- 
dered themselves liable to a forfeiture of their charters, by 
their suspension of specie payments. That measure, under 
the then existing circumstances was, perhaps, the only al- 
ternative which a prudent regard to the interests of commu- 
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nity could dictate. It was approved by the wise and ccmaid- 
erate of all parties. 

The question of ]e2:a]izing this act of the banks, is one of 
intense interest to our w hole people, and I trust it will he met, 
discussed and disposed of with all the wisijorn, prudence and 
moderation to which, A jiu its iuiporLance, it is entitled. The 
motive of the legislature in chartering these institutions was 
(he promotion of the public good, and if any legislation up- 
on the subject should be deemed expedient nt this time, the 
interests and safety of commumty shoald he kept steadily in 
view. 

A rigid enforcement of the penalties pixmded in the " act 
regulating the chartering of banks*** wonid, doubtless, in- 
crease the difficulties of an already suffering people. It would 
destroy, for all general and beneficial purposes, a circulating 
medium, to which an uniform value is attached, and although 
this medium maybe somewhat depreciated below the precious 
metals, still, it is one with which, by common consent, the in- 
debtedness of individuals is discharged and the business of the 
country transacted. 

Although the banks may have hcen lod by tbf circnmsfnn- 
ces which preceded the suspension of specie pay nirnts throii'rh- 
out our country, to depart from what is considered by the 
undersi<^ned, the proper and legitimate business of banks, 
and to make loans for purposes which ought always to be 
accomplished with real capital, and thereby lessened their a- 
bility to afford relief in time of pressure ; yet, since the sus- 
pension, it is hoped they have been steadily engaged, so far 
as a due regard to the wants and exigencies of community 
would permit in placing thenaelves in a situation to resume 
specie payments simultaneously with the banks in adjoining 
states. In this crisis great reliance has been placed upon the 
forbearance of our patriotic fellow-citizens, and it is a source 
of peculiar gratification to say» that thus far my expectations 
have been fully realized. 

The past season has been marked as one not only of a 
peculiarly disastrous character, as it relates to the derange- 
ment of the currency, and the effects of that derangement 
upon all the ofreat interests of the country, but it has present- 
ed the novel spectacle of a people whose pursuits are main- 
ly agricultural, depending upon foreign nations not only for 
the products of manufacture, and the mechanic arts, butibr 
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bread. This stale of things ought not to be. The lesson will 
be duly appreciated by a discerning people. It admonishes 
to economy in our public, and industry and frogpaltty in our 
private affairs. 

No community, exclusively of an agricultural character, can 
maintain that independence and high standing, which are es- 
sential to the enjoyment of happiness. A dependence upon 
foreign nations for the neee9»arie$ of fife» is derogatory to a 
fttn and intelligent people ; and witlial Ims, in times of na- 
tional difficttlties, a demoralizing tendency, which, hy the 
wise and provident legislator will be forseen and guarded 
against. Considerations of this character fully justify the 
policy heretofore pursued by our national government in 
promoting and encouraging, while in its infancy, the mechan- 
ical and manufacturing skill of our country, and continue to 
demand its fostering care. Efficient protection and encour- 
agement, it is true, belong to the general government ; still as 
freemen, as members of the great national family, it i) our 
right, our duty, to express oar eonfielions on tiie subject 

It win be recollected that a revision of oar militia laws was 
earnestly urged upon the consideration of the last legislatare. 
Another year's experience must have served to convince, if 
any thing were wanting, all whose attention has been drawn to 
the subject, of their utter inefficiency to secure the objects 
they were designed to accomplish. Although I am gratified 
in being able to say that there are some honorable excep- 
tions ; yet, upon the whole, it is believed, subordination and 
discipline have been upon the retrog^de for several years past. 
Are not our militia laws wrong in principle ? If those patriots 
and benefactors who laid the foundations for our free institu- 
tions were not mittaken when they said, " A well regulated 
nulitia is necassary to the secarity of a free state," no good 
reason can he uriped why the burthens and expense of tiie sys- 
tem should not reach every individualt by wnora the benefits 
of the system are enjoyed* 

The exemption of the polls of those enrolled in the mili- 
tia from a portion of the annual taxes, is scarcely an equiva- 
lent for keeping in their possession and in repair, the arms 
and equipments reqwrea by law ; eonsequentljr ^ the time 
spent in obtaining that instruction and oiganisation necessary 
to render the militia efficient, is an unjust tax levied upon 
fhose individuals who cannot, trough favoritism or some other 
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means* obtain a diichai^e from enrollment The effect of this 
manifest injustice in the operation oi our Iaws« has been greatly 
to increase the number of exempts, and to render those who 
Goald not obtain discharges, impatient and dissatisfied under 
the restraints and burthens to which thej were subjected. 

Another evil which is deemed subvernve of discipline and 
good order among car militia, is the manner now provided 
by law for the enforcement of the rules and regulations gov- 
erning the same, and the collection of fines for delinquences. 
Should all qn^^stions of this nature be referred to a hoard com* 
posed of commissioned officers, detailed for that service from 
each regiment or brigade, to whom all delinquencies should 
he reported by the several commandants of companies, it 
would secure an uniformity in decisions^ which is very de- 
sirable. " 

The law of the last session authorising the executive to 
procure the mounting of several pieces of ordnance, for dis- 
tribution to newly organized companies of artillery, has not 
been complied with. It was ascertained that two companies, 
to whom cannon and apparatus were distribnted under the 
law of 18S7, had some time since been disbanded, and conse- 
quently, the pieces and apparatus were liable to go to decay, 
not being in the care or custody of any person feeling an in- 
terest in their preservation. Orders have been given to die 
companies recently raised in Btow and Morristown, to take 
possesnon of those pieces. 

(nform^ation has been received from the officer in command 
at the United States Arsenal at Vergennes, that the arms he- 
longing to this state, deposited there, are in a bad condition, 

beginning to corrode. That being the case, economy would 
dictate a smaii appropriation to enable the Quarter-Marter- 
General to have them examined, cleaned, and put in a good 

state for preservation. 

In compliance with a resolution of the Senate, passed at its 
last session, requesting me to procure an estimate of the 
probable expense of a geological and topographical survey of 
the State, I have addressed several scientific gentlemen upon 
the subject, the result of winch correspondence will be laid 
before you at a proper time. 

Accident and the unaided enterprise of individuals, have 
developed many sources of wealth, in the mineral treasurejft 
of our mountains. 
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From what hat been already brought to light by these 
meaii8» we are fally warranted in presaming* that, if tbe aid» 
of acience should be brought to bear upon the aubjeet* un- 
der the patronage of the State, and a thorough exammatioc 
were had, with a view to its practical utility, important discov- 
eries woulJ be made, highly beneficial to the State. A spirit 
of scientific research wouUl take the place of pretended knowl- 
edge in the art of searching for valuable mineral substances, 
tnd oui citizens saved from the fruitless expenditure of much 
time and money. Surveys of a similar character have been 
prosecuted in several of the neighboring states, and are beUev- 
ed to have produced the most satisfactory results. 

This i;> an object intimately coiiuected with the prosperity 
and best interests of this State, and it is recommended that 
measures be taken for its early accomplishment If its con** 
sequences should he such as are anticipated, It could not lail 
of affording profitable employment to many of our worthy 
citizens, who would otherwise leave the soil of their birth} to 
people the more fertile regions of the west. 

The advantages of a Topographical aunrey of the State, 

may not, to a superficial observer, be very apparent, but still 

the time is not distant when the importance of the measure 
will be duly appreciated. The state of science calls for it, and 
its importance for practical purposes cannot be too highly val- 
ued. It would afford useful data in the location and survev of 
rail roads and canals, and if entered upon and prosecuted 
in the only manner in which a vv Oi k of this kind should be done, 
would be productive of great public utility. 

In accordance with " an act appropriating the sum there- 
in mentioned for maidng ceitain surveys,'* I appointed, early 
in January last, John C, Holbrook, Esq. of Brattleboro', and 
Erasttts Faurbanks, Esq, of St Johnsbory, commissioners. 
Subsequently, the Hon. David M. Camp was appointed to 
supply the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Mr.Fah'- 
hanks. The survey is understood to have been completed, 
and a report of the proceedings of the commissioners under tlie 
act will probably be transmitted for the information of the 
General Assembly during the present session. 

Under the joint resolution requesting the executive to ex- 
change copies of the reports of the judicial decisions of this 
for those of each of the other States, I have caused to be 
transmitted to the executive authorities of the several states a 
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part of the volumes of the Vermont Reports, and solicited an 
exchange. The favor will doubtless be reciprocated whetiev* 
er their legislatures shall be in session. 

Daring the recess of the legislature, I have received com<* 
municatipDS from several of our sister states, Yrhich will be 
laid before you at an early day* 

It became my duty, by an act of the last ses-ion of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to appoint some suitable person, to superintend 
the completion of the State House. Incompliance therewith, 
I appointed A. B. Young, Esq., who had been employed as 
architect from the commencement of the building, whose 
report, when received, will be communicated to the General 
Assembly. It may be thought necessary to retain M r. Young, 
the whole, or apart of the next season, to complete the building 
and its enclosures, and to carry out and pnrfect the original 
design. The building when thus con;pleted, wil! prove a 
sovirce of lasting credit to the taste and skill of the architect, 
and be highly creditable to our state. 

I would respectfully refer you to my annual niessag^e to 

the last legislature, for some suggestions which arc deemed 
highly important to the prosperity and usefulness of our coui- 
mon schools ; they are the niedjuru through which we reach 
the minds, antl form the morals of the rising generation. 
Vermont has been liberal iu providing the pecuniary means for 
the advancement of the interests of education ; and it is due tq 
ourselves and to posterity, that a wise and efficient application 
of those means should be made. 

Other iubjects may be presented for your consideraaon, de- 
manding legislative action. 

Confiding \n your wisdom and prudence, I can promise a 
cordial co-operation, in whatever may tend to promote the 
prosperity of our state, or add to the security and happiness 
Of its citizens. Convinced, as I am, that iu a government, 
depending upon the moral power of the people, the best 
claim to support, is insured by a faithful performance of duty, 
I take this occMlon to express to my fellow-dtizens, through 
you, the deep sense entertained, of the importance of the 
trupt eomntitted to me, and to tender to them my grateful and 
respectful acknowledgments, (bt their repeated kindness an(| 
paHiality.

Twenty five hundred and two of the above mus- 
ets, with the wipers, spare tlint caps, ball screws, spring visen and can- 
non are in good condition. The balance are in bad condition, and, in 
opinion of tlio undersigned, need immediate attention.

The committee on educatior, to wlioin were referred sundry documcr.ta 
rolntiveto the subject of a topograpliical niul f^cnlogical aurvey of this 
state, and the select committee of liie House of liepresentativet, nuaad 
on a reflolation relative to the nine eubjeet, beg leave to mbmit the Ibl* 

lowing report. 

The committee, m view of the importance ot the subjectB submitted 
to their cotirideratioo, and a coneequeat wieh to make them perfteily 



attained by topographtcai and geological Mirveji^ and the general manner 
of coodoeting mem. And they cannot perbape eloeidate these pohits 

more clearly than by presenting tho remarks made by Prof. Benedict of 
the university of Vermont, in a communication from him to the governor 
in reply to certain questions proposed bv his excellency, agreeably to a 
resolution passed at the last session of the legislature. 

"In a topo!?rnphical piirvoy," l:c remarks, "the first thinp fb b?; cfono 
is the lueusui eiiient of a straight line, some miles in length, in a suitable 
position, and the designation of its eztremitiee to exaoUy that for ages ttf 
come they can be determined within a hair*8 breadth. The measure- 
n)on- of tills lino must be so precise, and its f^traitness so perfect, that, 
adinitting it to he ten miles in leiigtii, the u>nk should not vary two 
inches from the trut,h, so far a«the most perfect instruments could show* 
'Hie ]u i riso latitude and longitude of itf* extremities nec-d also to l)c de 
teriniiied by all accurate available means. By observationi'| tlie distances 
fh>m its extremities to points on the highest visible peaks of mountains— > 
and the distances from these points to others on the tops of oChermoun- 
tainp, must be then af^rertained. When a series of Ih es the longest that 
can be accurately established, has been in this msnner extended over the 
slate, the spaces between them must be subdivided by geti i ng t he distan- 
ces between intermediate, lower and nearer points--and so on till the 
fixed known points are as near to each other assttall be thought necei^ 
sary for all future purposes and surveys. 

**In a i^cologiaU survey, the various rook Ihrmations which support the 
soil must be asceilainecl, and these characters and their rektiona must 
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be compared with thote of tiinUar rockf in other parts of the world. 
Tiie peculiarities of known mineral veins — the r^ions where valuable 

tiiinerul treasures, such nr* metullic ore?, coal beds, marl bottoms, useful 
aubsinoces iov architectural and other purpoae.s, may exitit, and of courae 
be wisely sought for, must be pointed out, and also the^regiona where, 
judging f'rnui the experience of the world, it will be in vain to look for 
them. The nniure of the %'nrious coverings which overlie the «olid 
foundations of tlm Hiate must also be iuve&tigalcd, and their retauon^i to 
tho natural and artificial vesfetation found on them. The connoctioo of 
these facts, with such t animl riiusos as are known to have operated iir 
the world, or are now in action, needs also to be traced as for as procti- 
cable.»» 

The importanee, then, of these surveys woufd perhaps be raMdently 

obvious to every inielligctit mind. The legislatures of somo of the 
neighboring states have so far appreciated their value and importance as 
to order them->more eepecially gcolof^ktU snrveys-made at the publid 
expense; and in other instances, individuals, prompted hy tho love of 
Science, and fi desire to extend the blessini^s it confers upon mankind, 
have pursued their labors and enquirieB to a very cousiderable ejctent. 
And wherever tbeee sorveja have been made, they have been atiendeil' 
^ith usefiil rrsidt."* to the \ arinns branches of industry nnd enterprize. 

liut although the coinaiiiico havetlius classed tiiese surveys together,' 
and acknowledged the importance of both ; still thei^ execution ia not 
neoeesarily connected, and there is, in the estimation of yourcoinmlttee, 
a cousiderable diflerencf' lu twcen them in poi t of immediate prnctieal 
Utility. It is true a topt^raphical survey, by tixmg certain stattott points 
in varioiw parta^of the state and determining their relailve height, with 
their dislunccH and direction from each other— and by ascertaining the 
driiinH«Tfi or fall of st eHins frotr> their sources to their mouths, would 
form duta for calL-uluiion relative to liie construction of canals and rail 
roads. It would enable us, likewise, in any ^ven place to determine 
the position or direction of the (rue meridian ; to settle the boandarica 
of towns and counties with such unvarying precision as aknost.to super- 
cede the necessity of the usual landmark^} to ascertain with unerring 
cenainty from time to time the variations of the magnetic nMdle — wiih- 
oin hnving recoarce to the more te<liouB process of astronomical calcula- 
tion, now so of\en necessary to determine these poin(& These, it must 
be admitted in general terms, are ofajeets of high importanee. But the 
data wliicli would f>c indisj)en-nhle in calculutions, relative to the rnri- 
Slructiou of cnnals aii(i raii roads, would be of little practical use until 
business aud wealth should indicate the necessity and iuruiish the means 
of putting these works in operation ; and the other advantages wiiicli 
Imve been alluded to, cao !>e dispensed with, although at the expense 
of some inconvenience^ aud perhapi at times untxTttnttiy^ in important 
^culatioiis. 

That soole preliminary facts, relative to the topt^raf^y of thentats^ 

would form a starting point for geological investigation, and in a consid- 
erable degree facilitate its progress, is readily admitted ; and if it were a 
settled |M^t that both surveys should beundertalten within a fow jeers,, 
unquestionably tho topogtaphioal should take precedence in order of 
time. But as one is not essential to the uccomplishtnent of the other, 
and as the expense of an accurate topographical survey, carried only ta 
such an extent as would doubtless be deemed advisable^ if it weretmdcr- 
taken stall, would be^ aocoiding to the estimates before ui^ ^ ^ 
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or 12 thousand dollars; the committee m view of the consid< rations al- 
ready suggested, and others yet to be adverted to, are of the opinion that 
a geological wnrey should heiirtt undertaken, leaving the othftr enter^ 
prize to some future period, when its execution should ha more imperi- 
ously demanded by ihe wants, and more clearly justified by the wealth 
*)f the state. If this order of proceeding were adopted, the relative lo- 
ealities of various formations could not, it is true, be so precisely deter- 
mincd; but still the positive lorriTif ?! of (nrh could be marked by indi- 
cating its position relative toother fixed objects ; and iJie names of towus 
would have to be eatistituted, in a description, for those of some more 
definite points, whose precise reUtioos could be universally known. 

It might be thought by gome lovers of science, who lot.k at the re- 
mote as well as at the immediate advantages which science always 
brings, that the committee have taken a narrow atid limited view of the 
subject, and that they should have recommended the itnnicdiute exf^cu- 
tion of a topographical survey, in terms of the warniest coiutncndaiion. 
But representatives, as they arc, of a peculiarly practical and real-life 

{»eopie, they would Dot, whatever might be their own private opinioni^ 
eel justified in rnrnmrnrrtd'ng tn tbcrn nny expensive mterprisc from 
which they could not expect to dirive 6ome directt&e wvil uadeJinUt and 
tangible advantage. 

But it does not require any broad and comprehensive view of the 
subject in order to discover the imm^di-ite and direct benefits to be de- 
rived from a geolo^^cal survey of the state. These benefits are too 
tiear and obvioua no' to be diaceniable at the most hasty glance. If they . 
were limited to a development of our mineral productp, in the sliape of 
tnetalic ores, (as some might be disposed to liiriit them, if they had 
made no inquiry to ascertain the proper boundaries of geological re- 
wareh, and the appropriate objects wnicb come within Its scopc,^ eveil 
this would not be deemed a matter of Sifnall im[)ortance. Accident, 
Without the aid of any thing like scientific and systematic investigation^ 
fass already brought to light many valuable treasoreain the shape of iron, 
Coppeias, manganese, marble, &c. whose importance, as sources of wealth 
to our statf, none rnn fail to appreciate. What other additional discov- 
eries might be made by a thorough geo'osical survey, its accomplish- 
ment alone ooiild determine. Another obvious and palpable benefit to 
be drrived from Bticli a survey, would be the jirevention of those fruit- 
less searches so oilen engaged in at the exptfnse of much time and la- 
bor, for discovering articles, which the science of geology might assure 
us are not to be found within our limits. We might, as one of theatf 
visionnry prhemee, name the project of boring for salt water, entered 
into a liew years since in this state. Geology, on the authority of well 
known laws, would have tnibrmed us beforehand that the search would 
rnd in diFajiiinininif nt that we might as well expect to find the white 
bear of the polar regions henrmg with the lion in an African desert, »a 
to find salt springs in such a locality, or atnidst eiich geological hji uiu- 
tions as thiSfNitt of the country ( xhibits. 

l^ijt when we enter further into (he broad field of inquiry, which the 
science of geolouf legitimately opens before its, we find other ends to be 
WNBomplished and other advantages to be acquiied, besides the mere dis- 
covery of what are usually termed mineral treasures. Among the moct 
prominent and importnnt of these advantages would be rfie develop- 
ment of facts having a direct bearing upon the advancement of ag- 
ricultural tcieikce. Thevartouskinds of soil which the niHkee of the 
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globe exhibits, con.-ist of decomposeJ rocks, and are as cas'ly reducible to 
a reinilar and r.xrit i classification as arc any of the various mineral pro- 
ductions which tit; scattered o\ cr thcsnrfucc of liju earUi, or imbedded 
in its hosom. Geology given, tn t ach of thnso various I inds and varie- 
Tiosofs il ii? specific nnmr. Each of ilitv^o vnru^tics of soil, too, is 
more especjally lavorable to the growth of ^omo certain vegetable pro- 
ducts. There is scarcely a tree, a jjlant, or a flower, that does not man- 
ifest a foi>dne48 for some eenoin locality, and < xhibit an attachment to 
Romc particular soil, as most congenial to itsnalurt'. And it comes with- 
in the legitimate province of geology to uote thest* facts. There is then, 
men clearly, an intimate reiatioiMiiip between thia science and that of 
agriculture, and in truth the former iui/;(ht be .said to constitute the basis 
of \h(^ latter. And your cornmhteo believe that the proposed survey 
would give to the iigiicuicura! interest in tiiis stale a new impulse, end 
inspire it with newRfe; eepeeially if those entrusted with the execution 
of the enterprise, Wfro in truded to keep this o'j fic.t '-rori !;Ir in view. 
There are in uiuioat every town in Uiia state intelligent nieOf whose 
knowledge of these seienees aikd their relations is indeed limited, but 
who are capable of appreciating their importance, and would acquire, 
in the progress of the work contenipluted, a vast amount of practical 
ioformatioo, which wotdd gradually be dillused through every town and 
neighborhood in the state. Among other beneficial results of this in^ 
torination, one would doubtless be the prevention of lliose errors So of- 
ten praeti.sed, of conitnitting plants to inappropriate and nneorin^enial 
soils — enors which are as certain to ensure u lailuic, as would be the 
planting of the hyacinth upon the brow of the volcano. 

Admiitin;; then, the utility of the measure proposed, the next q :e«- 
tiou which would properly present itself for consideration won Id i>e, its 
expense. From the estimote made by Prof. Benedict, apparently whh 
coniderable care, it might safely lie set down at not exceeding .$12,000, 
inchidin«r the ex[»pn«e of publishing the necessary report. This would 
amount to less than o i ents for each individual in the state, and the pay- 
ment of this sum might, os suggested by Prof. Benedict, be extended into 
two, three, or more \ears, aecording as it slinnid be deemed expGd.eni to 
prosecute tlie work with greater or less rapidity. And in view of the 
immense benefit to bo derived, your committee have no hesitancy in 
expressing the opinion that the woric should be immediately undertaken. 

lint inasmueh as ilie su! jocJ has ntiver been fully befor<? the [^i npU; of 
the state, and the m'^M^nro proposed involves considerable expense, they 
ibrliear recommending any ^tppropriation (or this object the present ses- 
flioBfO^hoosiog to leave' the deinsion of the question to the intelli- 
gence of the people — confident in the l>eti; f that they will appreeiatc* the 
importance of the subject, and that the popular voice will demand the 
eommeneetnent of the enterprise another year. 

And with the vli'W of aiding inquiry, nnd affji-dini:, to n'l who may 
wish it, access to a mass of iuiportant facts connected with the .subject, 
your committee tliink it desirable that the several communications re- 
ferred to them should he puhlisbed, and therefore recommend the adop- 
lioJi of thp sn!'] MiH'd rcsohition.

To his excellency^ Silas IT. .hnhon, t^nverr.or of the .^'tatc of rcrmont : 

In answer to inquiries respecting the probable lime, expense, &c. nc- 
jccssary to execute a geological and a topographical survey of the 
atatOi 1 beg leave to aitbmit the follovving : 

In answering tlie several poinTs of inquiry which naturally arise res- 
pecting a geological and a topogt aphieal aurvey of the stale of Vermont, 
It is necessary to state briefly what is to be done in both cases. 

In ^geologieal survey, the character of the vorious rock formations 
which support the eoil must be ascertaineJ, niul thege characters and 
their relations must be coaipureU wtUi those of Bimilar rocks in other 
parts of the world. The iiecuHaritiesof known mineral vmns— tbe re- 
gions where valuable mineral treasures such as melalic ores, coal beds, 
marl bottoms, useful substances for architectural and other purposes, 
may exist and of course, be wisely soughtjor, must be nointed out, and 
also the regions where, judging from theex]ierienGeof the world, it wilt 
be ill A ; in to look foi them. The nature ol the various coverings u hich 
overliti the solid foundations of iho state must also be investigated and 
*iheir relations to the natural and artificial vegetation found on them. 

The connexion of these facts v\ ith»ucli natural causes as are known 
to have operated m the world, or are now in action, needs also to be tra- 
ced as far us ptuciicuble. 

All this needs to lie drawn out in the form of an elabomte report, ac« 
conipanied with such maps, sketches and illustrations as may be need- 
ful to give a clear view of the subject to the reader. In addition to this, 
the report must be accompanied with voueherst so to speak, for the tiutli 
of much that is stated in it, in the shape of we) I selected spectmeDS of 
the vnrioMS rocks, ores, important imbedded minerals, organic remains, 
&c. which eiioil have been found in the survey. One set of these 8j>e« 
cimens properly labelled and arrnnged should be placed in cases in the 
state house, or such uthcr place as the legislature shall determine, and 
one other set equally complete, or us nearly eo as the nature of the case 
will admit of, should be furnished to each of the colleges in ilie state, to 
be kept in each instance by itself, that it may be everathsnd fbreiamin- 
ation in regard to the facts and dnctrinrs nt the report. 

In a topographical survey, the inquiry is not what is the nature of the 
roj:k or soifof a particnlar spot, or what it is good for, or bow came it 
there, but simply toA«re is the spot in reference to other remarkable ones 
in the world. The work to be done is s«&sf«nftflWt/ the following. Sup- 
posing all needful instruments to have been provided and properly test- 
ed, the first thing to be done is the measurement of a straight Ihiesome 
miles in length in a suiiublc j)08iiion, and the designation of its extremi- 
^es so exaptly that for ages to come they can be determined at any time^ 
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Willi in a hair's breadth* The measureinent of this line must be bo 
precise and its straigbtneas to periiBet^ that admittiDg it to be 10 miiee in 
■jen^^tli, the result ?!iouM not vary two inches from the truth, so fnr na 
the most f>erfect instruments could show. The precise latitude or loi^ 
^ituda of its extremities aaed also to be determiDsd by all aecurato 
<afailabie means. By observations the distances from its extremities to 
f)oin?«ioM tfic liighosi yisiblo peaks of mouniahis, anHthe Histance^ from 
these points to utiters on the tops of other niountaiuti, must then be as-> 
attained. When a aeries of iDMi^ Che longest that can be aceuniely 
established, has been in this manner extended over the state, the spaces 
between them must be subdivided, by getting the distaoceslbetween in- 
termediate, lower and nearer points, and so on till the fiied known 
peinta aie as Dsar to ceeh ether as siian be thought Becesssiy ftr all fii- 
lure purposes of surveys. 

Every fttep of this process, as far as it may be carried, together with 
a mnhitude of eolhitenil experiment Si olMervntions nsoesssfy to iosnre 
precision iu the application of the instniiiit nts, in nst also !)e recorded 
in ft report, so that every competent person can sei: how each result waa 
obtained, and how far u» accuracy can be relied on. 

From a eonpartson of these two oi>]ects it will be seen that they di^ 
fer in nlrMost every point, The geologirni gtjrvey demand Incessant 
activity and extemive travel. The tofio^rai^hical survey will demand 
extreme caution and cannot proceed aetiTeiy. In the former, as many 
imints as poasible must be vinted, and the space between theno must bo 
scanned with an observant eye ; while in passing from place to place, 
in most cases^ the rouffbest and most unfrequented route must be taJten, 
and the slay at eaeb pnoB be bat short. In the hUler, as ftw points as 
possible must be visited, in passing from one to the other, the stnoolliest 
route, be it ever so lon^, mupt be taken and the whole attention occu- 
pied iu the carelul transportation of instruments. Moreover liie stay m 
eseh |4ace must be of considerable dumtion. Tbe sort of manual to<P 
bor needful in the former will be mostly of a rough and violent charac- 
ter, but in tbe latter the most pains-taking delicacy must be as constantly 
liractised. 

Again, the geological survey must cover the tifhoU state. Every town 
must be visited : a geological map of the whole state laid down, or the 
enterprise will be reckoned to have failed in an important dc^e. In a 
topographical mrvey, so far as it is done, if done aa it ebouM be, it will 
be done forever, and remain unalterable. It may go on to a greater or 
less extent, now or at any time, but if perfectly done so far ns nominally 
done, failure cannot be asserted respecting it. Each step is perfect iu 
itself and available for future operations, let the work stop where it may. 
Were noihing" done even but to eslabliEli the bare ^iney already allnded 
to, it would be important and creditable to the state. 

It aseras to be most evident that the two branches of labor are quite 
ineompatible, and that to avoid annoying emborrsssment and certain dwt 
eppointmenr, they must be mar!« to devolve upon different individuals. 

Furthermore, to insure harmony, responsibility and efficiency, each 
suhrey most be pteeed in the ehsrae of one indivldaal, to whom all oth- 
ers emplnvp,! in it must be subordinate, and all peraona SO employsd^ 
must be selected, or fully approved by him. 

In estimating tbe amount of force and time necessary to perform the 
geological survey, several distinct consideiatioiia must not be overiook* 
ed. Ist. If e eomparisanbe made between this state and wmj otbsr dis^ 
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iriciof equal size in the noi thern states, 1 believe that tbe c\'ont will 
show thut the geological charectcristics are trifHre iiutiierotui aud peculiar 
in this region than in any other aelected as above proproaed. 2. This 
region has been so little examined that it would call for more investigi^ 

lion to detprininc ifs geology than any other of offiial size in N. 
land— evea supjjo^jogit to im in no ways |m culiur. (Jcoiogicaiiy speaking, 
it is ahnoot a newfiM Again, considering in the 3d place the usages 
and fiscal resources of the stale, it is not lo be su|)[>ose(l that as great aiK 
expenditure, even in comnarison with irs size, will incurred in this 
enlerpriiie by Verniimt, us iias been iururred liy some of the states oi 
llio union ; but at tiM aama time the work must bs carried to a eeriain 
dri^rnc of completeness, or the results will be so ^'cneral and vagnoas to 
do but little in promoting the wealth or the credit of the state. -4* 
Whether the work had better be done as rauidly as practicable^ or oo* 
cnpy a longer time, of course calling for a less annual rapenditure, is 
also a consideration to be had in view ; Lm f Jmi need not occupy any at- 
tention in this place. If tbatconaideratiou be laid aside, 1 think the fol- 
lowing mode ot proceeding most desirable. A contmiMioa being given 
by^proper authority to an individual to proceed will tl>L survey, I would 
iiHve him nRSociule with himself another, dcctncd bit} equal in ability 
n-id fidelity, and who in case of the provideiiiial interruption of the 
labors ef the principal, would be expected to succeed him in the charge. 
To these two \pr there be joined two cornyvetont assstants. They might 
l>e young men, so lar acquainted with the subject that they could render 
direct aid in icvestigation, and whose opinions woukl be worthy of some 
attettlion in doubtful poinut, and who could be safely trusted to do soitm 
tbiopt, as selecting spoctrncns, makini,' ocrHcio?if\I ro-ovnminntjons, &c. 
To these must be adiied two able bodied, trusty and cauabie laborers, to 
aSBistittthe packing and transportation of mnienils,tlie conveying of 
the means of subsistence and the pciforniancc of other necessary offi- 
ces. These six persons would be divided into two )>artics of throe 
each. The survey would thus proceed in two separate districts, in con- 
formity to a plan decided upon after due consultation. The principal and 
iiis associate would fre(juent1y interchange vi«'WS and information as to 
the region each one would be specially cliarged with, and if need should 
arise, they would examine some {lortions together. After proper in- 
ter? als, at the close of the season H* not before, each would become, by 
means of a full personal conmiunicatinn of their observations, fully 
possessed of the views of the other and better prepared to proceed in 
die work afterwards. The labor of collectirig proi)er s|)ecimens would 
be constantly poit g on, boxes of them being assembled at the mo^t con- 
venient points to be transported ihence to a general place of deposit, af- 
ter iliu ialxjrs of liie field were over for each year. After weighing the 
subjoct in my mind as careful as I am able, I havecoine to the conclusion, 
and 1 am cnnfirmed in my opinion by thnt of -^n experienced geologist 
uo%v in a public employment of this kind, tiiat with t>us force the survey 
can be completed in two yean* What then ought to be the annual ex* 
penditurc ? 

Taking into consideration tlie prcnf rppponsibility and labor of tiio 
employment, and the unavoidable Imrdsiiips to which the persons en- 
gaged in it must tie subjected during nearly or quite six months of the 

year, while they must be ni) less closely occupied for tlic remaining 
part of it, in preparation of specimens lor their fum! di-position and in 
elaborating their reports ; consklering moreover, thai besides ike great

For the estimated few years, the total would be $10^00. 

The (litr. rencc of twa hundred dollars in the total results is too smalF 
a part of the whole, to^have it operate as a reason fot proceeding in ei- 
mer method in preforeace to too other. A desire to have the work 
speedily accomplished, woukt cause a decision in favor of the formsr; 
a wish to make the annual expettse le» oooaidembie, would be me: by 
efaooeing the latter* 

In prooeeding to giro aome opiaiotts respeetlng tbe ihne neeeaniy t(»- 
execiuo a topntrraphic^i! survey, and the expense of 80 doing, I must 
first remark that, from tfic nature of th'-" bn^inesg, more uncertainty must 
rest upon my OfKnion^ ir» tlii», tiiaii' in tiie lormer cose. 1 Itave bestow^ 
ad nueh reflect ion and considerable reoearcli on the aitbject, and ha¥» 
Itot in every pnrTieular relied wholly on my own jmlgnienr: s:il! it is im- 
possible tor me, (and 1 think it woitld be to any one,) to s))eak with iull 
eonfidence on tbe auli^ieet in its whole extent. 1 will aim, however, so- 
to limit my estinr>ates of the extent of liw worit and tbemaanafor its 
accomplishment up to those limits^ that no very serious difference shall 
be found between my results and these which the acttud trul shall pro- 
duce. ^ 

The first thing to be taken into tbe account, is the kind and cost of the 
instruments to be used. It m to be kept in view, tbattbey niQSt be, all ol 
tbanvthe nmt perfect jKwaibie iheij: kiod. 
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The most cosdy insirutiitjut would be a large Theodolite, It muet be 
atadm with express referonce to tlie woiic ia question, and muat ht com- 
petent to uiara tiiiv differences in angles as small ns op r second a 
decree* Coueidei-itig its size and necessary peculiarities and perlectioD, 
I tbink it unwise lo Mtimate its cost at leas thaa ome thousand dollars. 
Beside this, <hera will lie needed a SBMllsr instrvawni of ike same 
nam<) and nse, marking as small differences as five or ten seconds of a 
degree, tu aerve for preUmioary exainiuations, in order to determine 
whore it wiJI be best to lay triangJei<, place signahi, <&c. Saviof both time 
and expense^ fioin its greater portableness, and risk of damage to the 
large instrument, .".i. aniouut far exceeding thn cost of Uie snjalfcr. This 
would cost about three hundred uud iifty iiullai s. A tclt:b€0|)e level for 
funntiig a base line— Jiues of verificatioij, and some other purposes, at« 
cost (with its uecessary appendages) ctf two hundred dullars. In or- 
der to e«>tabli8b the lougttude of some one point with great precasioo, ^ 
imnsit instroraeot, fura sbsd with a proper support, would be iDdispeu- 
sableu This ought to he, at tite lesst|/oiir or fcttr and a half feet in lengtki 
it Vf'ould be better sn!l if it were na? feci long. The cost would be, I 
au|>poae, . out six hundred doUars. The instrument would be needful 
4dso in detenuiiiiDg Che bass line. As a Boeessary meeae for fixing one 
longitude as named above, there would be wanted an astronotnical clocTc, 
^costing three bundred and fifty or four hundred dollars. There ought K> 
4ie procured also, to aid In transferring the loogUude- ftom ouojilsoe lo 
onotber, to time signals Sn certain casss, &c at least three chrooometers. 
The cost of the three would l)e, I suppose, seven hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. There must be procured a standcard tcale^ most accurately com- 
|iared with the mostperfeei standard in London or Paris, having offietal 
osrtificatcs ofsuch comparison, with proper apparatus for transferring its 
graduation to other instruiiients. Indeed, to insure all confidence, it 
.would be better to geioim iVuni Paris, and another from London, and 
have the two subjected to a rigid comparison by the individual ehaiigsd 
with the survey. 1 can 8[)enk ^vith less confidence of the o<»t of these 
instruments, than in most of the preceding cases. From the best means 
of iaibrmation within my reach, 1 place the ctM of standardls at five 
hnodred dollais. In addition to those, there would be needed instru- 
ment'^, for a uual measurement of t!ie base line, and sundry otber small 
articles which cannot well be enumerated. All ibese, 1 think, would not 
*«Mt mors tban twelve htiadred and MUy doUan.

It demands a standard ot acciirdcy, a knowledge of the ditiicuiiies iu 
the way of attaining to the requtstte precision, end of the meaoa bj 
which tlieaa may be most successfully overcome; and in fins, an ac- 
quaintjmce witli the tdistract sciences and their applications to the law3 
of physical nature, which are far uhuve iiic'iv reach. 1 would nut have 
ItBupfKMed, boweTer,-that, inaamuch as civil ^gineen often reeeiw 
from three thonsand dollur^ to twice or thrice that sum, per annrin, fop 
their ucrvices, the persons who may be charged with this work, one ol 
iuMsasurably greater responnbllity than any of thoae nnderthe charge of 
the former, aieto receive a g> ecucr sum tMB they do. On theconttviy, 
I alieuld propose one nmrf! There is no occn'^io!i liere to inqntro 

into the fitness or unfitnesii ot the fact, thai those |>eraons whose labors 
•n expected to reaott in an immediate p«eim«firy iieoefit to a /eto, uao- 
nlly receive larger puy than they do, whoso works, tiiough u thousand 
fMd more beiieficia! to the world, are less obviously proc^uctire of prof* 
*- If* It is sufiicieui ior Uie present purpose that such ia the ca^e. 

Whoever takes tht* pro(>osed cluuge npon him most be influenced by 
other and higher motivos than the pecnninry reward. His vtrwa of the 
importance of the work to tlie hiture benefit and honor of his country, 
and the gratification which he will receive In the execution of ao great 
an undertaking, must be the chief reward of his toil and responsibility. 
His responsibility will be much greater than that of the geologist ; bi^t 
his fatigues and present ezpenaes will be much lesa. Were it not ne • 
ceeaary to eonauit the moat rigid economy» I should place tlie aalary of 
each of them higher than I do, and should also propose to have tlie indi- 
vidual charged with ilje topogrH[)iiicnl survey aecoinpnnied with an ns- 
aociate equally competent to the work as he himself might be. Not 
deeming that ahaolutely essential, I do not take it into theaeeount He 
must have, however, with him at all times a very competent nsslstant. 
I place the annual aalary of the principal at fifteen hundred dollar^ and 
that of hia aaaiatant, at nme hundred aollarB. 

The labor of subordinates can not well be placed on the aune con- 
venient footing as in the geological survey. During a large pnrt of llie 
time, even in the summer, I suppose none would lie atwolutely needed. 
At otiier timea not only one fierson, but aevoral pemms would be want- 
ed for short jieriod^. In some cases meclianics* work of difierent kinds 
would be called for, aud occasional charges for materials wotifd arise. 
It cannot be estimated with much precision, therefore, what expense 
woold come under this head. I think it would be necessary to leave 
such expenses to be paid for as they shoidd occur, settling the account 
at appropriate times in the usual method. I see no grounds for estima- 
ting the average yearly charge (though it wouki be probably greater the 
first year and less in sui>sequenionea) at mora than aix hundred doilan. 
Unforeseen cauaea might increaae the amount ■omawfaaL 
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In estimating the time necessary for tiic wor\<, 1 look no laitlier ihaii 
the eslablishmcut of the base line ».ttd iht^Ji' t,( set of poiiu'-i mid lii:eL-f 
extending from tbe north to the south pnrtof^he state. I make this ltin> 
itation for two reasons. Tlie first is, that wlien this has boon done, ilio 
fi^reat xcoi k may be said to have been accompUsIud in a gcodd( f^ne, thotigii 
it should never be taken up again ; inasmuch as these points and lines, 
can be mode uee of by oi diuai y mcanf, ibr eettliiig boundaries of towns; 
the position of mountains, &c. with more ihnii nsiult prrcision in any 
part, or in all parts of the state. In tiie second {-lace, in the determina- 
tion of these points and lines, it would bo essy to ascertain, with little 
or no increase of expense, what points and line.-? sliou d bo taken next, if 
it was desired to cnrry the eract survey farther. When that had been 
OBcertained, an es imatc of time and money wanted iuruuy future prog' 
reaa, could be made with ail reasonable exactness ; and till then, all estim' 
atcs mt^st belittle more than bare conjecture . (li'.stnviii^'ol'no vonfitlcncp. 

X estimate that one year woidd tjo occupied, by the iiuiividual charged 
with the work, in procuring the necessary instruments, (some of which 
could pi^bably be made in this country, imdiM- bis inspection, ihougb tlie 
major pan of them wotdd of ucrrssity l>e ordered from European ar- 
tists of the highest . reputation,) in making some exauiiuaiiou.s of the 
abape of the country in reference to ibe object in view, and institmhig 
some lu.-edfnl cxperiiiieniul iiiv esiigaiions. 

He could Ijc tnost pioti al»l.v occupied in this way, nor would a year 
be less than suflllcient to procure the instruments wonted. Probably the 
great Theodolite could not bo obtained in so short a time. The second 
yeafy he and liis as^sistnnt would j)robal'Iy be able to estalilish the bato 
line,and to determine by trial with the small Theodolite, where the work 
abouIJ be laid ; fix some pennanent marks, and get things in readiness 
forth obvscrvatious with the great Theodolite. I see no reason Ibr 
doubting that the work could bo compleictl the third year. So far as 
my knowledge of the state extend , I think the work could ho carried 
forward, in all repects (unless with reganl (o the bose line) with greater 
rnj)i lity than u) any other State in the union. Tbe esUmate of expense

The foregoing estimate may seem individuals, who have bestowed 
little thought on the sultjects thai nrf eonrprned in it, tonmotmt to a very 
large sum. But to them who, are <pialilied to form adequate opinions 
on the ntmtter, and who have bestowed that attention to it which its im- 
portance demands, I am confident that it will appear a very moderate 
suui< mmpnrpd with the magnitude of the work proposed, and their in- 
colculabio advantage to the state, if properly executed. It is not proper 
forme to occupy time in tnlarving ui)on this topic, vis: the benefits 
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whirh will nrcino t ) tfiP citizen? of Vermont from these ntnrejTS, yet I 
catiiiot let it pasti witUoui oiiu or two brief retnarke. 

Many itatM of the union are turning their attention with enmeatneBS 
to similar surveys, and sotne of iliem who have already incurretl con 
stdembte expense in making and publishing geological examinations oi 
iheir territory, have found Buch a iruinifest advantage from making iheir 
own citizens acquainted with the treasures l>eneath the surface ot their 
soil, titir! tVoin fin Frisliiiig indiircmenls for others to joir) in the parlicipn 
lion of iheiu, that they are incurrinfi; additional chnr^cs in making more 
etitf cal explorationa. Muftitudeaof oor eitisena are leaving, year after 
year, this state, to settle themselves in what they suppose to be more fa- 
vored fwrtsof the union. There can be no doubt rntlie mind ofany co»n- 
peteot judg -, ihat a correct cxliibition of the true state of tite case will 
do much to dispel tbia delusion, and show our eommunity that when 
ibay are led by one or two inducements standing in a strong and deceit- 
fill light, to forsake the green hills of their forefathers for the prair'g 
■oi*8 of the west, they are leaving behind ten fold greater and more nu- 
maroua advantages, calculated to make Ihemselvea and their potleritj, 
|irospprou9, virtuous and hRp|>y. 

If the benefits oi an accurate topographieeU survey are not so obvious 
lo the minds of ail, they are none the less real. The importance of 
such a work in fixing everlasting points of reference, for nil future di- 
viaions of tlie state into either grcnt or \ar^p portions, and the consequent 
aaving of contention about disputed boniidaries, the precision which it 
will give, in fine, to every kind of ^o^raphical determination, cannot be 
too highly thon^rht of. But this is far from being the only consnlera 
tion which ought to have weight in the minds of them, who are to decide 
on the measure. The durable reputation of tlie atate is too deeply 
concerned in it, to ho overlooked in its consideration. In this aspect, it 
is not saying ton much to assert, that no legislative act could be pa^ed, 
which would lie more deeply engraved in history, than the one which 
should lead to the execution of the work in question ; for the moment 
it is completed, the slate becomes one of the few great centres in the - 
scienlitic world, and is connected with those in Eiiro[)e and Asia, in a 
relation which can never l>e broken up, till the solid foundations of the 
earth change their places. It is not easy to believe that, it the peo|ile 
of this state are to be benefitted in so important degrees by the accom- 
l^ishment of both these objects, they would willingly hesitate in the ex- 
eentioD of them, when the entire expense, nnles the preceding eatimates 
«re greatly too low, would not exceed an tmerage of teh cbivts each 
inhabitMt of it; the expense bein^ moraever, distribuied over awwwA 
years. 

Oa the subject of the mcpense proposed, partfcnlarly fiw the geologic- 

al 3UI vf'y, T wish to add a few words lo what has afruidy t>een said. 1 
have not at hand any informntion ns to the amount, both of time and 
money already expended in sucli u work by any uther state, save in one 
case,— that of Massachusetts. la reference to that, I have only in view, 
information f^iven in the report of Prof. £. Hitch cock| whO waBOm* 
ployed in inakmg the geological survey of that state. 

He occupied but a bitle more than three yearn in making the required 
examination, and his woric exhibits an amotmt of valuable infornMiSkMl, 
which IS most creditable to his abilities and industry. But lest any one 
should infer that Vermont, being a smaller state than Massachusetts, 
ought to need a leas dme for its examination, inalead of a greator, as I 
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. liave proposed, I ihink it proper to note one or two important dlffcren- 
ce§ in the two cases. Ther<» have been for many years a considerable 
tiuiijL>er of scientific gentleman, rending in tho state of Blassaehiiseits, 
who have been making local examinations, and connecting their resulli^ 
and tfipge results have been still more enriched by the labors of nmny 
other persons in the adjacent states. All this body of information was 
directly available to that gentlemen,- referenets to which appear ra al* 
most every part of his report, and in his own case he sBya ; "had I not, 
previous to receiving my commission, travelled nearly asfer,ai)d ohinin- 
ed nearly as much infunnation relative to the geo!ogy of the stntei as 
since that period, my report cou Id hardly have been tolerable, if it is so 
now. As it is, I can regard it only as the coinTnoncement of f!ip 
oi exploring our rocksand mineral;)." It should t)e noted that so import- 
ant has his past labor been deemed, thst he is now occupied under a 
new commission in carrying the investigation to n farther extenr. 

In the case of tliis state, there is nn ahnost total want of those sources 
oi information to which ho had such ready occesp, and which tiaved 
him so lerge an amount of labor. So little h: s been done in this way 
in Vermont, that it is almost entirely a new fic !(?. 

In regard to the expense of his work, up to the making oi his report/ 
and before its publication, he informs us, in^iis Introduction, that the sunv 
paidlbr roakini; the survey, preparing specimens, &.c. was only two 
thousand and thirty dollars. This mny seem surprisingly small, com- 
pared with the time and labor that must have been expended, and no 
1^ so when compared with the sum named in the preceding estimate. 

I was informed by a gentleman who was concerned in the mciif^nre^ 
that the two thousand and thirty dollars, covered barely the expense iw 
curredf independent ot any rejnuneration whatever for tho labors of 
BIr. II.; that, in Aet, he did the work for nothing. This aiatement of the 
case will remove the surprise ^vhich any one may experience at first on 
hearing the II amount of expense paid out in that instance. I have 
not felt that 1 should be justified by that exeople in leaving out of mj 
estimaiea a moderate compensation to whoever might be .employed m 
making a giological survey of this Btate. 

In re^d to Uie best mode ot proceeding, in case li siiould he decided 
to have either or both of the proposed surveys entered upon, I beg 
leave to make one or two suggestions. !t dorg not nppear to me 

fossible, considering the short time that the legislature of this slate is 
ustomarily tn session, that any law authorizing the works, could con- 
tain the namee of the individnals who are to be employed in their exe- 
cution. Were that to be the cH?e, if proper selections should he made, 
it must be considered the result of cAance, rather than of thst impattial 
anddiscreit inquiry and earefid deHhenUUMt which so important « 
matterderoanda. The most that could be prudently done, would he to 
pass a law authorizing the work?, and designating nn hulividnal or in- 
dividuals, by whom commissions are lo be issued to suitable persons of 
their selection, such limitations ae to expenditure being msde aathe legisla- 
ture should judge proper. Should the legislnture determine to make the 
geological survey Bod omit f iltering upon the topographical survey, there 
could CO very perious question arise as to the annual appropriation need- 
ed. That would be easily determined upon by a regard to the probable 
total Duiount of The cost, and whether thnt \vu\ better be distributed 
about equally on two or Jour years, as alrcadv motioned. Should 
tkey decide to proceed Willi the topographies], tad neglect the gee- 
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graphical i-nrvcy, the niosi rn;7r< ?jit?»f distrilnitioii woiiUl be proImMy in 
tWiH wise ! fiv( ihouMind dollars lor the first year, Ibtir Uioiisand iivo 
huiuir^d lur ihc eecoud, and lUree tboufmd for the third year. Should 
it be determined to fHoceed with lh«ni both at onee, u would doubtlen 
be thought best lo c:irry the «^f!o!ogical Hurvev throus^l! four yoftrsi in- 
stead of two only. Ja that case, a conveuient distnbuttou ot the funds 
would be, eight thousanil dollare for the 'firat year, seven thousand for 
the second, six tilOiisand for the tliini, niu\ fi uin ilirec to four thousand 
in llie Iburth year. In riiiy way of arrau^^ing the busine.*^, annual srafe- 
inetils should be made by tKo.so employed, of the progress made in their 
respective dutiesi» though a complete report oould not be expected, in ei- 
ihor cnso, till the v. nrk shuiiM he fmished.- 
All which 14 respectfully submitted.

Dear Sir : Your favor of the 30th uIl was dttly received, and liad it 
Hot liecn r >t the iiiUM-rerenrc of indispcnsidde duties, would have l)ecn 
sooner aiibwcred. To your enquiries, respecting the expense of topo- 
graphical and geoloi^cal stirveys in the state of Vermont, it will be im- 
possible to give a detinito answer, because thoKo Htirveys may be made 
very general, or may be carried to j^reai minuteness. I can, therefore, 
only give nu opinion that they may be carried to n* reasonabje degree of 
ininiiieiMflB, for from 15 001 to 20,000 dollars, and that about two thirds 
uf th.s f^mn will be required for the topogmpliical surveyi leaving about 
one third for the other. 

The extent to which these surveys may be [ rosecuted, in carrying 
out the details, and the facilities possessed by those who superintend 
them, of obtaining irjlbrmatinn, whether derived from documents in 
their own possession, and liicts previously acquired, or from other sour- 
ces with which they may be acquainted, and the extent to which tlie 
examination shall be made, will in the end govern llic expense. The 
information obtained from tacts already known, may be arranged, con- 
densed and incorporated with such other I'acts as may be oblaincil by ac- 
tual observation and measurement. The geological departiTient, partic- 
ularly, will be much bcnelitted by inforniaiion which will be <lprived as 
above stated, and the balance will be obiaine J by such personal inspcc- 
tlon and exam tnation as the principal geologist and hla assistants are en- 
abled to maKo within the lime allotted for their duties. The hid re- 
quired in this department may therefore be limited to one or two assist- 
ants. The topographical dcpartinent will require but a small force to 
i)egin with, until there is a general reconoisance, and some principal 
base lines tuo fixed nn find measured, after whicli it may l)e increased as 
the service may require ; probably to begin with one or two as8istaiitS| 
tmd increase to 10 or 12, including laborers. 

Afker the base lines are pre])ared, the next object to be attained, is that 
of determining, by a .series nf trigonometrical mensnrfmcnts, the correct 
relative positions of prominent points or stations within the limits of the 
slate. These, when correctly established in sufficient number, will 
serve as standards for reiercnce in^he subordinate surveys.

op ha level aoi^ne, when frofieen, of esifibhsliiug a very accurote baaf 
line of anv desirnble if-n^itlt, at ronipni -uively little expense. In the 
whiter of 1834, in coiinectiou with proliabtior t\ Benedict, uf the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, I measured a baaa line on the lake, opposite this 
place, of about four miles; this was done with two deal rod.s of 100 feet 
each, and bv repeating the operation, it {iroved quite as accurate as the 
beat measuretiof buKO lines of vslrich we have any account. This base, 
W aaiaiHledt ia very &vorably situated tor orighiatiDg a aystem of trian- ' 
glee which shall enibrnrc the whole state ; and from its peculiar position, 
Will answer the addiiiuixai and important |>iiriiOse of determining the 
UngUi of uu arc of tlte nteridian, in a poaitkm nearly cqui dtslantbiN 
twaan the equator and pole. The etev^ion of the lahe above tide itm* 
tor, ns nlrrady nscprtained by measurements, made preparatory to the 
construction of the Champifun c%ual, is mure accurate than could ha 
obtained by tHgoDoinetricai measttrements, extending fiom tfaaaaaboaid 
tfaroogfa the aiate ol Massachusetts. 

The stations etnbraced in the Maseachusetls survey, near the Vermont 
line, will be of aervice in verifying the ineasurenienta in Vermont, end 
in prosecuting the survey, lines of verification, whien are in fact base 
lines, must occasionallv be measured lo te?t tite acrnracy of thertsults, 
m obtained by calculaiton obtfuned from (he instrumental measurement 
ol the angles. 

WbeM'theretalive fiositions of the prominent points or features of 

the slate are once ascertained, the exact position of town and county 
lines, aiid meridians fiw determining the variations of the magnetic nee- 
dle, will readily ^ determined. The subordinate measurements should 
be continued •lar.enougli to ascertain the In.^^li, direction and elcvati< n 
of the vnrif»«s ranges of 1 ills or mountaius, the length, inclination and 
amount of drainage ot liie rivers, and all other fiicts required to exhibit 
k crt*plete!vle1rn)f the topography of the state. Wherever any of tbe 
Ijnes of these surveys intersect the boundaries of any of the {reolofji'-a 
forfnntions, the jioiuis should be accurately uoted, end the locaiily ol the 
diliereni fonnatiocs carefully delineated on tba map* Al| reinarkable 
changes la theaoil, or In- the character of the vc^etaiton, ahoukl also ha 

noted. ... 

In similar surveys heretofore uwule, and those ju progress in other 
parts of the ceuntiy, there has usually been a eeparate orgnnizatioq taf 
the topogmpilieM Itnd geological departments. A great advantage 
would» however, result, if the deparunems could .be umiiul .Wh^t ihii

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cannot be the ca»e, they shonki at least co-opemte as for atpOilWftwItli 
each other, and they should eherisb a mutual wtBM and eoiilidMioe u 

aaeh others duties. If tlie two branches nre prosecuted separately, the 
topojrraphic sliould tako precedence in lira©, because the muw and 
measurements, when made, will be of gieataMiiteiicetothegeoIofisliii 
eoaMioff him to deliueaie the outlin« of the different formations. It is 
all important, as I conceivp, tliat thf> snperintendenl of the topographic- 
al survcv, Blioiild be a good theoretical and practical engineer. 

A leading, 1 may almost say, a paramount objeet of the survey, u to 
developetho phydcat features of the state, find show ho^v fnr it is suscep- 
tible of improvement in the various menns of inter -communicatioivwluch 
now nrc are, or may be, in use for accomtnotteting the travel and btisi* 
iiess of the eountry. None but a ■kllful and experienoed engineer can 
properly appreciate all that vroulfl be required in this report. I make 
this remark from a conviction, tliat the importance of this ^uahtkution 
has not been sufficiently attended to in conducting operations of • simi- 
inr nature in oiherstiitfls. Should the state of Vermont conclude to au- 
t!)orize the surveys to lie rrmfle i?« contemplated, and should tfie selec- 
tion of superintendents be a fortunate one, I anticipate much advantage 
to the stale in the result. • > . 

In the foregoing sketch, which I have been obliged to make, m too 
much tiaste, I fear that I may have omitted some things which might 
have been expected, white in others, I might be iliought unnecessarily 
prolix. 

My only object is to lay before yoti my views of the subject, m a way 
the most beneficial for the ?tnte. I may be wrong in roy views, or I rosy 
have omitted essentia] points, and if any thing further is in my power to 
elueidate the subjeet, I shall do so with much pleasure. Should you de- 
sire any fin tlj r communication from me previous to the session of the 
legislature, please write, and you may rely on any service which is ia 
mj power.

Sir: 1 have the honor to acknowledge tlie rccci[>t of your excellency's 
tetter of the 30lh ultimo, and in answer to the tirdt qpiery tberoin, as to 
"what time would be requisite to perform theaervicds embodied in all Ike 
resolution of the Hcnatf of Vcrtnont, passed at its hst session, for ma- 
king a geological and topogniphical survey of the state," must t^P^yf 'bat 
by comparing the extent of the territory of Vermont, with that ofMa*** 
ehasetts and Rhode Island, and aaniming the same quantity of force as 
was employed in making the surveys of those states has induced me to 
presume, that the survey of the slate of Vermont, could be performed 
ra the ooorse of two yean ; so iar as making the eollseiiona, and nrfsng- 
log the speeimens by the geologist, and performing the trigonoraetrtcal 
operations in the topographical department ; but. with regard to the re- 
port of the geologist, should it not be more diffose than that made on 
the geology of Massachusetts, by Prof. Hitchcock, ot Amherst college 
it is highly probable that another year would be required to complete 
that work; and, as relates to the time nccesscry to make tlie topograph- 
ical survey, that would depend on the number and industry or tnt 
^jers employed in the detail surveysi 
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As to the second q|uery, "would it be desirable or cx|)c»Iient to pm- 
|>!oy moretbnn one scientific person \n i\n\ service ?" 1 would state that 
ntore than twenty five yean of constant imwMice and experience, has 
confirmed the opinicn, that, one scioniifu; person i? siifiicient, to COD* 
duct the operoiions in the topographical survey, and tiiero are many good 
reaaona to taidnoa the belief tha% onepenon, properly qualified, would 
be far belter than a greater number, to |ierfbrtn the duties of the geolo' 
gical Buney. 

In regard to the third query, '*ia the topocraphicical survey, what 
AMFee would be neeessary, ana fbr what time?" it wtii bo proper to pre- 
mise, that the topographical survey, requifes the performance of two 
distinct operations, the tirst of which is called a trigonometrical survey^ 
which will require the service of the ciiief engineer, one register of ob'^ 
iervationa, and one general assistant, whh a carriage and two hor:<ics for 
about three years; the second operation consrstsin making tho detail sur- 
veys of the topography; this will require the services of four surveyors 
for two years, and two asnstants to each, fbr eight mouths in each year^ 
And, as respeeta the fourth query. *<what has been the expense incurred 
in making the surveys of Rhode If?lnnd nnd Massachusetts, which hane 
been made under your superiutetidence ? ' I must reply, that the sur- 
veys of the state of Rhode Island having been made wholly by myself, 
per^Donally, and at my own cost; a strict account of the time einptoyed or 
the expr tise incurred lias not been taken; an approximate estimate there- 
of can only be given, which may be assumed at the sum uf five thou- 
sand dollars. As to the cost of the surveys made of Massachusetts, at the 
expense of that state, it is not in my pnwor to rnrnisfi any infornintion on 
^at subject: but could a perfect knowledge of the expense of making 
the surveys of these states be obtained, it would not fbmtsh sufficient 
data on which to fotmd an estitnate of the cost of surveyinz the state of 
Vermont, for in consequence of the inland position of Vermonr, tho 

threat expense of maritime surveys^ necessorv in the surveys of tho At> 
antie states, will be wholly excluded from this estimate. 

Afl your excellency lias baen pleased to state, that •*any suggestions 
which I might deem proper to make, which would enable the legtsla* 
ture to act uuderstandingly on the subject, will be gratefully received,** 
I take the liberty to state, that should the legislature resolve to make a 
topographical survey ol tlie territory of tlic su\tc of Vermont, it will 
save much time and a heavy expense, if the trigonometric4il operations 
be commenced prior to making any of the topographical varreya in de- 
taily an that tho signals used in the first operations, may servo as points 
of constant reference and verification, in performing the subordinate de- 
tail surveys; and in order to secure that perfect agreement, and unifor- 
mly of operation, throughout the work, so very important to its speedy, 
accurate and successful accomplishment, it is not only flnsirnhltv hut nh- 
Boluteiy necessary, that the chief engineer have n complete comrol of 
the work, and direction of the surveyore employed in the service, that 
lie have power to examine the aitalincations of all persons engaged in 
die survey, prior to entering on their several duties, and for this purjwse. 
It is necessary that the chief engineer be, himself, not only scientific, 
"but aleo, practical and experienced in this kind of survey ; that the de- 
tail surveys b:: made with instruments not in any way affected by tho 
eompassjor subject to mn^nptic influence, and that intelligence and skill, 
industry, and economy, mark every step in the progress and perform* 
aaee of so Impoatant m entefpriae. 
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Id makiof the mirvejrsof Verinon^ the tedious openuion and exp«a- 

sive apparrtus in measuring c base line, will he unricccFsary, in conse* 
quence of llie establishnienl ot sucli a line, Uy .Massachuselis, in the 
trigonometrical mirve} of the iCate; this line will antwcr as the basis 
for making tiic surveys of any of the acyucent state?, or, of any extent 
of country for Bcveral liumbed mihs in fvcry direction from its locali- 
ty ; this line, was nicuburcd on the extensive plains on llie weat bank of 
Connectieut river, in the towns of Deerfield, Whately and Hatfidd« 
and a connection of triangles has i>een formed from it« to the aoutherv 
boundary of Vermont, where several station points have been perman- 
ently marked, the imntediate use of which, will greatly facilitate andcx- 
pedite the aimreya of Vermont, ao aato save at least three thouaand dol* 
lars in expenditure, and more than a year's time in its ncccomplishmenr. 

The proutineui leaiures of Vermont are very favorable in makin*^ the 
trigonometrical iinreys, and wi;l, theiefbre, require i&r less labor^aud 
expense in the triongulation ofi»ogreatan extent of territory, than woujd 
be requisite in a country of less piotruding features. '/* 

Of the utiiiiy of such a survey as is uow cont-rrnplaied, the legislat^u^ 
wliieb ahould wisely order it, would be fully aware, especially of its 
great aid in tiie diffusion of that geographical knowledge so highly im- 
portant and beneficial to every citizen of the state, and to llie country at 
Mrae : there are many things connected with a survey of this kind, which 
wifi not readily occur to per!>ons unacquainted witb the natiure . of tbe 
work,an<l the prnccps of per/onnin;,' it: lUc stmion points, (which will 
be permaDentiy marked, iu every direction, over the whole stale,) fur- 
Bieb tbe beat data from wbieh to determine^ with precision, tbe quantity 
of lockage in canaU, the inclination of rail roads, and the tefative height 
or depression of one place from another (inongliont ilio state* from this 
survey may always be uilduced the posujon of the true meridian, and 
the variatioa of tbe compass from terreati^ objects alone, without 
recurrence to astronomical c TilcuIaiinns ; tlic position of state bounda- 
ries, and the bonndaries of towns and c luiuies:, may at all times be do- 
fined with the great St exac.iiiude and in the least possible lime: in a 
scii ittifir. point of Tie w, it giveatbc length of anaretiffhe metidiai^finm 
which to detcriTiinc the figure and magnitude of the earth. 
. The surveyors, in their reports to the ciiicf engineer, w ill furn/3» 
maps of each town on a larige acale ; tfaeae may be engraved and printed 
full Mzc, so as to form an alias which, If disirihuiod to erery public of- 
fice, to nubhc sclioo's nnd to each town, v;i 1 he a means of diffusing' 
generally a pcrlcci knowledge of the geograjiliy of the slate: these mapi 
may beao coloured as to show tbe geological character of each town, 
and the particular locality of every mineral in the state. L)t^^ 

In every petition to the legi^sIature for a charter of incorporation of 
any company for the construction of a turnpike, a canaj, a rail road or 
any other internal impnovcment, the petiUon should be accompanied 
with a survey of the route intended, traced on the town maps, to as to 
furnish every citizen with a puriicular knowledge of its location, that he 
may judge of ita advantages or disndveniagcs lo his real estate ; the route 
should also he definitely marked out on the map of the Btatc, to show

In exmtiiig the duty impoeed upon us, it soemed important, in order 

thnt r>nr inquiries and observations niiglit be pro|>erly directed, to ^eep 
in vit.'w the great end» regarded in the estebiisbment of this and siiniiar 
iniiictttleBe, and tbe memtx by which these ende ought to be attained 
The filsfnry of our New England collc^r s shows us that ihey are inten- 
ded to be places where, from generation to generation, our youth of ali 
conditions, the rich and the poor alike, can assemble and enjoy, on terms 
<lf the moet ptStot equality, with each otiier, during an important peri- ' 
•4 of their lives^ the same af!vantagc!3 for oluniniiig that sound intelleo- 
tualand moral culture whtcli is usually called a liberal education. 

The importance of this ohjoct, ns affectiiif^ all the peculiar social and 
political institutions' of ntir country, as cssentiMi for the preservntion and 
nurture of our civil uud religious liberties, ia unquestioned and need not 
iMieiiibraad. > 

To aceomplisb this great end, there needs to be attached to eacti of 
our colleges a st{^ient ntondir of competent and J'akhfuL itutrnuors. 
There must be, moreover, an accumulation of otixnr meoaa of aoiillif^ 
ing knowledge. Their libraries should embrace as wide a raf^fr" of in- 
formation oe possible on subjects, which an^ teacher or.pupil, and in . 
ftot any peiKNi in the eommunity, need* to mveetifnta. Thcfo sbooM 
be also such other apparatus ns stiall suffice to illustrate aod daleriiiiae 
the la ws f)t'thr« natuul word and to nhcw how tiiosc laws can be r<Mider- 
ed subservient to liie benefit of umnkind. Some of the poiuts ot inqui- 
ry, which Wonfdhe suggested by the foregoing comideritions, rtoeived 
pnrtirtilnr ntrentioa by the coninii-Finnnr of the last year, to whosn re- 
port, published in the journal of tlie House of Representatives, we beg 
leave to refer, as exhibiting a view of the itifldtutioo, worthy of special 
attention. 

In regard to the number of professors employed, we found that there 
bud been no change. We arc well aware that some other colleges in 
our country employ no more teachers than have been employed, thus 
far in this i; : titiition ; but it is manifest that they nrc too few »nd fliot the 
duties imposed upon and executed by the faculty of the institution are 
too arduonj^ and nothing but a want of meana to increase iheiit-tiaaihar 
can juati^ the coiiierat&o in delaying to apfioim additional profeeeora. 
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Ofthecoinpeteucv and fnithfulness of il'.ose who have labored in it for 
yenvs past nnd who arc still empUiycd in the variotis deparftneiits of in* 
sirijctian, saying rinihing of what their general reputation may be for 
lilcrarv anil scienlifio ntinnimprtts, if may be for u?* irt draw some 
conclusiou from the exhibiiion of the students at the annual exumina' 
tioo, which fiimlalied the niest interesting and satiefkctory proof of the 
oMtduity of the schoiare and the fidelity end ability of the inatruetoia. 

That the faculty of thia iniitUiitran aim aTae, to inetilcaie onthemlnda 

of the young m n un;lcr their charge stich principles of patriotism and 
virtue as«ni»ht to fill the bosom of every Ainericon citizen, and as are 
most important to such as are destined to exert an influence in public 
}ilb» fay we think, to be inferred from the literary prodoctiomoflhegi«4« 
uatiog and junior claeMS at the laateommencement oecaaion. 

The report 4>ftaat year eontahied a clear cxhifaiiion of the state of the 

institution in reference to its pecuniary resources. No change in ils con- 
dition in this respect, worthy of notice, has taicen place. That ibe strict- 
est economy will not enable itaanbaal expenses to be aMtfron itsaimu«> 
ttl income, ia moat evident, and itis equal y 8o,'that its expendituree ought 

to l)e incrpnsed in onler to accotYiplish what is desirable for the good of 
the coraniuuity. One thing is certain, — that the increase of its means 
ought not to be sought by increasing the amount to be paid by indiyidu* 

al siuclonta for tuiti-^n. It is ess«nti to an American college, that it be 
accessible on enny {H'cnniary terms, and whenever this state of things is 
alterud, the very touudaltoo of ourfreedoiii may be considered in dan- 
ger. 

We are well aware that re])eated applications have been made to the 
Legt^ture of this state for aid to its public seminaries of learning, but 
we believe aUvays without success. Saving the reservation, in the early 
history of the sV\te of some wild lands, for such purposes (and consid- 
ering tb^sir sinall value at that time, that mustoe reckoned of small 
amount,) tins stale haa done little or nothing, for tbe founding and buy* 
ding up of its academies and colleges. In this respect, it legislation has 
been peculiar. Other states have done and are doing difierently every 
year. We think it deserves a serious inquiry whether tbe policy hither- 
to pursued will not prove, in the end, ir peneveied in» detrimental to 
the best interests of ita citiMns. 

On this point we beg leave to draw i]w special attention of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, to uno particular, in liie finnncia concerns of the Univer- 
sity. W e find that some time since, it borrowed from the school (und 
of this state, to sustain itself in ila neceaslliesy two thousand dollars, on 
which it haa been paying annual mterest, for several years. Whatever 
piound there may hnveneen in former yeats, for wishing to have iho 
school fund increased, there certainly appears to be no good reason why, 
after die ample appropriation made, at the last ssssioii, for the support 
of our common schools, thissni.ill claim on the Univerisiy sliouTd not bo 
relinquished and we beg !eave to express ourrnrnest hope thata bill for 
Uiai purpose may be sustained and become a ',a\\ ut this session of the

sarnc amount i conscquciuly, their JiahiUties are less in proportion to 
tbeir ability to pay no\v,tthan at the time above mentioned. 

It appears from enquiring of the officers of t!ie bnnks, that they all, 
professedly stispendod specie nayinenis, on, or near the 15fli tiny of 
May lust; bui ul tlie same time it appears, that they have becu iu the 
habit of paying small sums, for the purpose of accommodation; and 
somn lianks have rerlecmed more bills since the suspension, than they 
had been requested to do, on an average, in any equal length of time 
previous. 

The uniforrn reason given by officers of the banks^ fur flliapending 

has been, that it wn - in consequence of the suspension of specie pay- 
ments by the city banks. Most of the banks m Vermont, having large 
depositee in thecitieH, coutd not avail themselves of their fiinda there, 
to rcdeetn their bills at home ; but the bills of all those Vermont bank?^ 
hav ing doposlts in the Cities, arc conver'ihip, fit any time, into the bills 
of the City banks, whicli keeps lliem m par, ui ihe market. 

The reason assigned for the suspension, appears to the commisBlon- 
ers to he well founded, as it could not be expected for a moment, that 
our small banks, averaging a capital of only $100,000 each, could con- 
tinue to redeem their bills with ^cle, while the city banks, whfa a cap* 
ital of millions, refused to redeem theirs. 

The Commissioners are satisfied from the manner io which the banks 
have been conducted by those having the management of them, that 
they intend, and eventually will, redeem all their bills in civcttladon. Ilk 
most cases, it appears that the Directors have offered, and in many cases 
have ^'ivi^u security for the payment of the liabilities of the banks, iu 
their indiv idual capacity ; and have thereby assumed a responsibility 
whicli the law does not require. 

The 18th Section of tlie act passed the 9th day of November, 1831, 
entitled "an act regulaiin<,' the chartering of banks," makes it imperative 
on thelmnk Commissioners, upon certain contingencies therein named» 
to apply to a Chancellor, for an injunction ; but by the S2d Section oi 
the same act, it is left discretionary with them, in case of the 8Uspf'n«»ion 
of specie payment for the space of sixty davs to do it or not, as the^ 
may deem expedient. The Commissioners have not deemed it their 
duty, under existing circumstances, to make any application to a Chnn- 
cellor, — a!thouf»h all the banks undt:r their supervisioji, are liable to bo 
proceeded against, for a violation of their charters, for refusing to re- 
deem their bills in specie. 

In coming to the above r inclusion, thn Commissioners have been in» 
fluenced, not on!y by the honorable conduct of the officers of the 
banks ; but they have also takeu into consideration, the existing require* 
ments of the laws ; to wit^ the security of the san^ fiind, and also the 
bonds required to be executed to the State Treasurer, V>y each director 
of the banks, in the sum of $8,000, which last mentioned security 
fttnounta generally to the sum of $56,000, and in no case tr a less sum 
than $40,000 to each bank ; which, it will be perceived, is more than 
one half, and in some cases about equal to the whole sum, in which the 
banks are liable to the public. In addition to this, the public are i^our- 
ed by :he capital stock paid in and debta due the Banks. 

The Commissioners are not aware that any of the Banks inspected by 
them, have been guilty of any violation of their charters, ia any other 
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respect, than lhat of suspending the redemption of tbeir bills in specie; 
nnd frotn ihe examination very minutely entered into, they are satis- 
fied of the ability of all the Bonks, to meet all their liabilitiei^ unlets 
the mon wcahiiy nnd I)usiness part of commurnQf should beeoiae in- 
volved in general bankruptcy and ruio. 

It having been tugiKested to the Gomntissioners, that a great share of 
The loanamadehy ihe banks, had been made to the Directors— 4Uld 
in largo sums, so that others, wishing for Bank accommodntinn?, in 
small amounts, could not be accommodated ; wc have been induced to 
mske a particular exarainatioii relative to these charges; and are pre- 

finred to bear testimony to the injustice of the allrirritiDns, — as ftt nil the 
mnks examined by -xis, fxropt two, the pro|Jortion of debts due from 
I lie Directors, is extreniely email uiul at ihe other two, perhaps the 
Directors have raeeived no greater facilities, than might reasonably ba 
expected, were they not members of the hoard; and n large propor- 
tion of notes due tlie banks, are given lor sums varying .from &{{y to 
three hundred dollam each. 

Another charge equallv whhout foundation in trtjth, is that the pay- 
n.cnt of n large amount due the banks, is Fcciired in no other manner 
than by a pledge of Bank Stock ; whereas the facts are, that at five 
of the Banks embraced in tfais report, having due them mora than 
$500,000, wc find only tlie s^nin of $<),207,50 ihn« secured,* and at the 
other Banks the (Miqiiiry wa« rorf::oiten to be entered into. 

The Couiaii&siouers urc aware, that under the existing laws, the 
Ranks cannot Iw proceeded against, in so full and ample a manner, by 
those holding their note<;, ns may he done by one individual against 
another ; but whether any other, and additkmal security, ongbt to be 
provldea by law, the Commktsioners are not fully agreed ; but submit 
that question to the wisdom of the Legislature. 

The Bank of Brattleboroug^h, wliieh it was the duty of the CommiS' 
eioncrs to inspect, is not included in this report. The Commissioner to 
whom this duty was assigned, the undersigned Commiarionera have 
been very recently inforn)ed, was prevented from making the inspec- 
tion in consequence of sickness. That Bank will be immediately in- 
spected, and a report made of its condition.

The Superiutendant of the Vermont State prison respectruUy sub* 
mils to your Excellency the following statement of the trac^ctious of 
the prison during the year cuding September 30i1j, 1837. 

The subecribcr, during the winter last past, and until the 22d of 
March 1837, continued the saiiie labors with the convicts under the con- 
tract as reported by the Supcrintendant to the General A?sembly, at 
their session in October and the result of yaid labors will show, by 
the exhibit hereunto annexed, that it was sufficient to meet the ordinary 
expenses during that period ; that is, from 1st October 1836, to March . 
22d, 1837. 

In accordance with an act passed by the General Assembly at their 
last session, authorizing the Superiutendant of the prison, connected 

with the Judges of Windsor County Court, to lease or let out the con- 
' victs' labour for a term of three yeura to any person or jjersons who would 
obligate themselves to defray all expenses necessary for the maintain- 
ance of said prison ; the subscriber respectfully reports, that agreeably 
to said act, public notice, for sixty days, was given to receive profJosals 
for said lease, and that on the 22d day of March last, a contract was 
completed, agreeably to the law passed for that purpose, with Mr. Isaac 
W. Hubbard of Windsor, and a copy ot said contract is lodged in the 
State Treasurer's office. Since that time, industry on the part of the 
prisoners has been sustained, and^ood I'eelingand harmony manifested 
in every particular, between the officers of the prison and the contract- " 
or. 

Previous to leasing out the prison, as well as since that time, the sub- 
scriber has endeavored as far as practicable to settle U[) the concerns of 
the prison, the outstanding claims in favor, as well as the amunts a- 
gainst the Institution ; but the very great embanas-snienis which our 
State and country are experiencing in tlicir businesr^ and inonied con- 
cerns, has had such an influence on the mechanical operations of our 
State prison, as to have made it almost impossible to collect payment 
or make sales of property to realize cash from, without such sacrifices in 
prices as I believed it my duty not to make on State prison property. 

Owing to Mr. L W. Hubbard being an equal owner with the State 
in the engine shop, tuid which has formerly been conducted with him 
jointly, it was necessary for him, upon taking the lease ot the whole 
concerns, to purchase that part of the property which belonged to the 
State, which was effected on appraisal of the property made and taken 
by Carlos Coohdge and Charles Dudley, Esqs. to the acceptance of 
both parlies. There is yet ou hand, stock and tools belonging to the 
Carriage Shop ; but the times have been sucb, I have not felt warranted 
in forcing sales of the property, when it cannot be expected to raise one 
third of Its value by so doing. 

Not having had the saiistuction of meeting a committee to appraise 
and inventory the State Prison property, as has heretofore been usual, 
the subscriber would respectfully remark to your Excellency, that, as to 
the mere duty of np[>raisal and inventory ot prison property very little is 
to be done under its present arrangeincnus, owing to the circutnstuuce 
that a large proportion ot said propeny was disfiosed of to L W. Hub- 
bard, the present contractor, in March last. The residue now on band, 
(a careful inventory of which has been made,) with the outstanding

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debts of the Institution, for and against the prison, is ready for the ex* 
amination of your Excallenoy agraeabiy to your direction. 

Permit me to n inark in closing this report, iliar there are ample 
means witbin the control of the SupcrinteDtlant of tiie prison, belonging 
to State prison property, to meet and cancel ail ctaima againat the Insti- 
fBtioii ; t)ut it la neeaseary that time be had to accompli^ it, and 
until a relief IB ex|9enenced in the collecting of debts in money concerns, 
the advance for a tinal collection and full settlement of its concerns 
must be protracted. Which is reapecifully aubmlited by
